DUCK ARITHMETIC. 


Shooters Figure Out a Lead About as 
Definitely as it Can Be 
Done. 


Several duck hunters were riding 
down to their clubs last week on one 
of Mr. Huntington's big red track 
burners, when the question of duck 
shooting came up, bringing with it the 
usual query from some of the young 
gunners regarding the lead necessary 
to drop a duck at forty yards. Al- 
though unanswerable, owing to the 
different manner In which men handle 
shotguns, some shooting on the swing 
and others jerking their guns ahead 
just at the minute of firing, one of the 
party indulged in a little mathematical 
demonstration that should be of inter- 
ets to the duck-hunting fraternity gen-

ly. 

Taking the average velocity of a duck 
load as 960 feet per second, and the 
flight of a duck at a mile a minute, 
which certainly is not excessive, the 
calculation ts simple. 

It takes the charge of shot one- 
eighth of a second to fly forty yards. 
In that length of time the duck is 
traveling at 88 feet per second, just 
10 feet, consequently the lead should 
be ten feet if the gun be stopped and 
trigger pulled with the bird abreast 
forty yards away. 

No good shot leads his birds that 
much. Most of the best ones shoot 
with the gun swinging rapidly past the 
bird, and by the time the impulse to 
pull has sped from eye to brain and 
thence to finger, with the brief inter- 
val that is required for the hammer to 
fire the cap primer, and the charge to 
get out of the gun, the muzzle has de- 
scribed an arc that counts for many 
feet at forty yards. An inch-muzzle 
movement is.a yard at ordinary shoot- 
ing range, 55 

This is about as definite as the prob- 
lem can be worked out. The duck 
often ts going faster than a mile a 
minute, while many shot charges fly 
slower than the velocity

State ‘Association Convenes 
for Work at Monterey. 


Many Important Measures to 
Come Up This Year. 


Evasions of Lobster Law a 
Menace to Supply. 


J. F. Jones and Harry T. Payne, 
delegates of the Southern California 
Rod and Reel Club, left Thursday aft- 
ernoon for Monterey to attend the an- 
nual meeting of the California Game 
and Fish Protective Association, of 
which Payne is president, and the lo- 
cal club is a member. 

The delegates carried with them 
proxies and credentials authorizing 
them to represent the local fishermen’s 
club fo its full extent of five votes, 
and bore in their pockéts copies of the 
protective measures adopted by the 
clhb at its last meeting and since am- 
plified by. its legislative committee.

Game and Fish Protective Association 
partakes of the nature of a social 
event, although it has plenty of seri- 
ous business to attend to every year, 
and particlarly true is this of such sea- 
sons as the Legislature meets. The ses- 
sion began Friday, and was not con- 
cluded until last night, today and part 
of tomorrow being given over to en- 
tertaining the visitors, who comprise 
delegates from all over the State of 
California. Shooting trips after quail,

Of the coarser gas-pipe and slung- 
shot methods of avoiding the bag lim- 
it may be cited shipping ducks in sacks 
with rabbits on top; in barrels or 
boxes sandwiched between rabbits or 
other game-—semetimes .geese. Occa- 
sionally they come in cases marked 
“poultry” with chickens either side. 
Hunters ship in, each using as many 
as a dozen erent names in the San 
Joaquin Valley, and in San Francisco 
some of the commission men organized 
what they call the Hunters Trans- 
ter, a quasi-common carrier which 
was designed to take advan of 
certain provisions of the law we 
ing 8 carriers to have any 
number of birnts in their possession if 
properly tagged with the name and 
address of the hunter. This dodge 
probably would not have stood a vig- 
orous campaign, but it is a notorious 
fact that the dealers were never 
fought vigorously at all in San Fran- 
cisco under the corrupt Ruef admin- 
istration. Some of the fish commis- 
sion deputies claim they were ordered 
to keep their hands off the duck busi- 
nets up north. This is one of the 
things that Gov. Gillett win inveati- 
gate, for he is a sportsman himeelf, 
and said to be a stanch friend of game 
protection. 
The need of protection to sea fish is 
Illustrated in the case of the lobster, 
or crawfish. This fellow is in no sense 
a game product and the sportsman 
has no use for him whatever except as 
bait. It is the old story of the - 
sighted market fisherman exterminat- 
ing his livelihood unless enforced to 
protect his own best interests by suit- 
able legislation. 
Crawfish a few years ago were 80 
common and so ch that anybody 
could afford them, season one 
man took seventy-five pounds only 
from over eighty traps, and others did 
little better, while a cra that for- 
merly could have been for 256 
cents cost from 75 cents to §1. 
Many crawfishermen are quitting the 
business and turning to | 
else. There is a season on crawfish an 
a sige limit of nine and a half inches, 
but the supply been decreasing 
with shocking speed nevertheless. 
Deputy Fish Commissioner Pritch- 
ard has watched these things closely 
and argues for an absolute prohibition 
of the crawfishery for five years. 


HOW THE JAPS FISH. 


The Japanese are fishing for these 
fellows with a kind of short net in 
which the crawfish becomes entangled, 
and ts brought to the surface. The 
trouble is, small craws become fast in 
the net; Mr. Jap hits them a wallop 
over the gunwale, breaks them in two 
and throws the talls into a barrel to 
save, thus viola the nine and a 
half-inch law, an killing perhaps 
twenty crawfish to get one of mar- 
ketable size. He uses the Smaller ones 
for baiting his set lines, The Japs 
often set a series of these short nets 
around a field of kelp and get every 
crawfish there going or coming, for 
the net works both ways. It i there. 
fore small wonder the fish are being 
exterminated.

WEST LONG BEACH QUARTETTE 
18 DISCOVERED.

Series of Depredations Committed 
on Craft Along the Coast is Ended 
When the Officers Investigating the 
Matter Run to Earth Four Young- 
sters—Cave of the Jolly Rovers.

LONG BEACH, Nov. 10.— For 4

WHITTIER’S STREET PROBLEM. 


A New Water Main Interferes With a 
Proposed New Con- 
duit. 


WHITTIER, Nov. 10.—All bids for 
the improvement of Hadley street 
have been rejected by the members of 
the City Council, and the preliminary 
work, which takes a number of weeks, 
will have to be done over again. The 
rejection was due to a change in the 
original plan, and the consequent 
complaint by the owners of property 
abutting the western portion of that 
thoroughfare. An arroyo crosses Had- 
ley street, and the plans for the street 
improvement called for a cement con- 
duit of five by ten feet, of the rec- 
tangular type.

Good Flow le Developed in Wells Sunk 
in Tract Southwest of — 
Town. 


MONROVIA, Nov. 10.—The Sierra 
Land Company, which several weeks 
ago purchased a tract of thirteen hun- 
dred acres southwest from Monrovia 
of K. J. Baldwin, has had excellent 
luck in securing water.

Liability to side-slip, which causes 
so many acidents to oecur to motor ve- 
hicles, is accentuated by the action of 
the differential gear which enables the 
rear or driving wheels to rotate at dif- 
fergnt speeds. This is essential for

Mrs. Case, widow of J. I. Case, who 
owned Jay-Eye-See when he trotted 
his great mile, has had numerous 
chances to exhibit the horse that made 
her husband's name a matter of rec- 
ord on the American turf. She has 
stoutly refused to consider such an 
offer. 

“He 
have it as long as I live,” said Mrs. 
Case recently. “The old horse is 28 
years of age now, his teeth are all 
gone, he cannot eat Solid foods of any 
kind, and all his grain I have the men 
grind for him, and while at pasture he 
eats grass as any horse would. The 
old fellow suffers at time from the de- 
pent teeth, for there has never been 
a Vetrinary that has been able to oper- 
ate on his teeth. Whenever this has 
been attempted he has fought viciously. 
It.is now moresthan two years since a 
harness has been placed on him.” 

HISTORY OF OLD HORSE. 

Jay-Eye-See was foaled in 1878 at 
Lexington, and there raised on 
the biue grass of the State which has 
produced so many of the most magnifi- 
cent steppers in the history of the 
world. He was one of the batch owned 
by Col. Richard West, and a son of 
Dictator, a full. brother to Dexter, 
mn goes back to Midnight. 
Daylight, Elinor and Dark- 
ness, When the late J. D. Case bought 
the gelding it was thrown in with a 
lot of other horses, and little mention 
was made of him at the time. 


Case was a man who always looked 
for the chance.” found

Somehow or other the little os 
began to show remarkable speed 
trials on the track, yet none but Mr.

Growth of Bacteria. 
_ Figures give hardly any idea of the 
minuteness of bacteria. Perhaps the 
best way to explain how smal! they 
are is to say that 25,000,000 could be 
placed on a penny postage stamp with- 
out overcrowding. But their Small- 
ness is even less wonderful than their 
growth. Given favorable conditions, 
one can, by dividing and subdividing, 
turn into 16,000,000 in the course of 
hour. Within three days the progeny 
of this one bacterium would require 
1600 five-ton railway wagons to carry 
it away. 
A little acorn will grow into an oak 
whose timber wil] weigh fifty or sixty 
tons. But this takes a long time. A 
turnip seed is something less than a 
twentieth of a inck in diameter. 
Under fair cond ions, this seed will, 
in about four months, increase to a 
turnip 27,000,000 times the seed’s orig- 
inal bulk. 

In the case of a pumpkin the result 
is equally startling. A seed weighing 
one-sixtieth of an ounce will produce 
within ten or twelve weeks a plant 
spreading over many yards of ground, 
and bearing several fruit, each weigh- 
ing over a hundredweight.

New, about the ore carrying 
vanadium and carnotite, in Utah and 
Colorado, you published, that, if this 
ore could be successfully concentrated 
{ft could be concentrated to 10 12 
per cent. uranium oxide. I also have 
this kind of ore. and am anxious to 
know how to work it. Please answer

ANBWER: There are eeveral depos- 
its of molybddenite in California. Ali of 
them are too low grade to be valua- 
ble. The moiybdenite referred to, as 
near San. Diego, is just over the line 
in . Mexico, and is owned by Mexicans. 
The gangue matter is a very hard sili- 
cate, and hence, it is a difficulty task 
to break the small scales of molybde- 
nite from the rock. Such a separation 
is made with the hammer, and is 
known as Thang ‘cobbing.” There is no 
water near the molybdenite described, 
and the find was turned down, as of no 
value, commercially, by one of the 
partners of the editor of this depart- 
ment of The Tindes. 


‘Molybdenite when of % to 4 per cent, 
concentrates is worth from $125 to $500 
per ton. In other words, “brokers” 


buy it for the very lowest prices i- 
bie. If you have a mine of the stuff

During my two weeks’ stay here I have seen more drunkenness in the streets, 
more evidences of pinching, death-dealing poverty in the eangested slum districts, 
more deformed, bandy-legged children among the families of the working classes, 
apd more instances of penny-wise-pound-foolish municipal policy than in any 
other city in Europe or America. 

Rose-tinted articles in some of our American magazines had led me to expect 
a city that had solved some of the social and ecomonic problems of municipal 
government that are vexing us at home. I have found a city that has failed to 
comprehend even the rudimentary principles of self-government. a municipality 
was Los Angeles before the “gringo” 
came.

Taken in the concrete they furnish an explanation for Glasgow's abnormally 
high tax rate. The taxes this year on business property for the municipality 
alone are 8 shillings 2% pence on the pound, 30 per cent. higher than those of 
the neighboring city of Edinburg where the municipality does not reach so far 
into the realms of private enterprise. Pie rate is 150 per cent. higher than the 
maximum rate permitted by the cha of Los Angeles. 

Glasgow's rates are based on income, not on capital values. This year’s rate 

On business property is equivalent to #2 on each $5 of income. At hame this 
Sain “oval amount to a tax of $3.20 on each $100 of capital value of the prop- 
erty, assuming that the property rents on an 8 per cent. gross basis. 

This $3.20 rate is for municipal purposes only. There are additional taxes for 
the state and imperial government that amount to about the same as our 
State and county tax rate. 

“When one stops to consider that Glasgow gives its eitizens nothing free 
that is not received by the citizens of Los Angeles, and that the city’s seale 
Of wages is from one-third to two-thirds lower than that of American cities, 
then one begins to have a fair realization of what municipal socialism bee done 
for Glasgow.

Vocate such a restriction fer our city charter at home. The twenty-one year law 


which we placed in our charter in 1904. is almost a duplicate of fhe one which | 


paved the way for municipal socialism in Great Britain. 
Just as the street railway interests of Los Angeles declined to build or 
operate lines tader such terms, so the tramway and electrical interests all over 


what they térmed unfair legislation. 

The objections raised were the ones which have heen brought home to us in 
Los Angéies during the last two years. Under the terms of this law a mu- 
nicipiality has the option at the end of the twenty-one years of taking over a 
line of railway, 4 gas or an electric plant and operating it, or regranting the 
franchise.

Carefill consideration of all fac- 
tors in the problem of city and county 
consolidation leads to the conélusion 
that annexation of the strip of terri- 
tory connecting Los Angeles with San 
Pedro and Wilmington is a step to- 
ward the ultimate goal that should be 
taken at this time. 
There are campelling ‘reasons for 
adopting the plan as it has been pre- 
sented, regardless of indtviduat opin- 
fon concerning its details. The strip 
might have been made wider with ad- 
vantage to t territory affected, and 
it is. quite possible that the reasons 
impelling the Chamber of Commerce 
committee to fix the lines as they 
‘stand were largely imaginary, but the 
eure for defects of that nature is am- 
ple and may be applied later.

Unless 
Los Angeles has part in the control 
of the harbor, the full influence of 
thé commercial interests of the city 
cannot be invoked to secure adequate 
improvement.

But statesmen of that caliber are few 
in number, and San Pedro has re- 
cently sent them to the rear. It is 
believed by the leading business men 
of San Pedro that a majority of the 
citizens are in favor of union with 
Los Angeles, notwithstanding the fact 
that San Pedro is preparing a free- 
holders’ charter.

Where San 
Pedro could get an appropriation of a 
million, the city of Los Angeles could 
get ten millions for harbor construc-' 
tion. 

When the harbor is actually the 
water front of the city of Los Angeles 
and under its control, with assurance 
that wharf franchises wil! not he frit- 
tered away and corporations will not. 
be permitted to monopolize the bene- 
fits of government expenditures, Con- 
gress will be disposed ta make ade- 
quate appropriations for the construc- 
tion of a great free harbor on the 
Coast of Southern California. Mere 
statement of the case is all the argu- 
ment required to convince the men 
Who are doing things in thts country 
of the necessity of consolidation. 


The necessity for immediate action 
in the line of annexation arises from 
| the steps taken by San Pedro toward 
the status of a freeholders’ chartered 
eity. In less than ninety days a char- 
ter may be adopted. and when ratified 
by the Legislature ft will block con- 
solidation for years. Annexation. of 
the strip will make Los Angeles, San 
Pedro and ‘Wilmington contiguous, 
and they may then consolidate im- 
mediately without legislative action if 
their citizens se desire and vote 80 
to do.

HE “CURLY BOSS” HAS HOPES. 


Abe Ruef—although three of the 
four candidates for Superior Court 
judgeships whom he had chosen to be 
his puppets faileq of election—still pro- 
fesses to be confident that he will suc- 
ceed fr, ousting Dist.-Atty. Langdon 
and Asst. Dist.-Atty. Heney. His lat- 
est claim is that the last provision of 
Amendment No. 2, adopted by popular 
vote at Tuesday's election, confirms the 
power of the Mayor and Board of Su- 
pervisors to @emove the District At- 
torney. The clause of the- amendment 
referred to provides that “in the case 
of any officer or employé of any mu- 
nicipality governed under a legally 
adopted charter, the provisions ot 
such charter, with reference to the 
tenure of office or the dismissal from 
Office of any such officer or employé 
Shall control.” Ruef declares that the 
amendment (disposes absolutely of 
every question concerning the right of 
the Chief Executive, through authority 
of the city charter, to dismiss any of- 
ficer or employé of the administra- 
tion:” and that “the law is aimed to 
apply to the so-called county officers, 
of which the District Attorney is one.” 
He declares that “acting Mayor Gal- 
lagher and the Board of Supervisors 
cannot be prevented from removing 
an official who has deen negligent, and 
has otherwise falled to perform his 
duty properly.” 

The question has been raised whether 
the office of District Attorney (which 
Ruef acknowledges to be “a so-called 
county office’) is under the jurisdic- 
tion of the city or the county. Asst. 
Dist.-Atty. Heney is quoted as saying 
that the amendment has to do with 
ity affairs and does not+refer to 
county officials.” It is difficult to sce 
what basis there is. for this contention, 
inasmuch as the city and county of. 
San Francisco are consolidated, and 
the affairs of both are administered as 
one government, the City Council and 
the Board of Supervisors being one 
and the same body. 

On technical grounds, Ruef and his 
creatures, the Supervisors, may gain 
a temporary advantage, even to. the 
extent of placing Ruef in the office of 
District Attorney. But it is absurd 
to suppose that the grave crimes of 
which Ruef and his satellites are ac- 
cused can be so covered up by tech- 
calities as permanently to defeat the 
ends of justice. If they are gullt 
and the evidence against them is con- 
elusive, as is confidently claimed by 
Prosecutor Heney, some way will 
sufely be found to reach the malefac- 
tors. In case Ruef should succeed in 
ousting Dist.-Atty. Langdon and hav- 
ing himselt placed in charge of the of- 
fice, Atty.-Gen. Webb of the State ad- 
ministre fon would at once take up 
the charges against Ruef and his as- 
. In the meantime, the courts 
would doubtless restrain Ruef from 
exercising the functions of District At- 
torney; for it would manifestly be im- 
proper for him to act in the capacity 
of public prosecutor while grave crimi- 
nal charges were pending against him. 
Justice may be hoodwinked for a time, 
but it is relentless in its final punish- 
ments, 


_ CAND{DATES AND THE SOR- 
DID MEDDLERS. 

There are four candidates in the field 
for the Mayoralty. It needs no fore- 
sight to declare that the vote will fall 
short of 4.000. This being the case, ft. 
is gute possible that 10,000 votes might 
lect a Mayor. One of the candidates, 
who should be truly cheracterized as 
a la bor- untoulte Socialist, although be 
may call himself by any other name, if 
elected to the office of Mayor, would 
introduce into our municipal life an 
element as dangerous, dishonest and 
fatal as the Schmitz gang has proven 
in San Francisco, The Democratic 
nominee is a gentleman of high stand- 
ing in the community. He is a man of 
considerable experience in affairs, but 
none in public life. The great danger 
in Mr. Harper's case is in his sur- 
roundings. While there are great 
numbers of very intelligent and thor- 
eughly right-minded citizens who will 
vote for the Demeeratic nominee for 
the office of Mayor, there is a prepon- 
derating weight of influence around 
him which certainly is not entitled te 
be called either Intelligent or high- 
minded. How far he would be able to 
resiet the influences of this rabble it 
‘is difficult to foresee. He stands upon 
a false platform, one in which he prob- 
ably does not believe. Whether he be- 
lieves it or not, he is in the same posi- 
tion that Theodore Beil stood in when 
he accepted the nomination of the 
Union Labor party.

tion of a great free harbor on the 
Coast of Southern Califarnia. Mere

HE “CURLY BOSS” HAS HOPES. 


Abe Ruef—although three of tne 

candidates for Superior Court 
judgeships whom he had chosen to be 
his puppets faileq of election—still pro- 
fesses to be confident that he will suc- 
ceed in ousting Dist.-Atty. Langdon 
and Asst. Dist.-Atty. Heney. His lat- 
est claim is that the last provision of 
Amendment No. 2, adopted by popular 
vote at Tuesday's election, confirms the 
power of the Mayor and Board of Su- 
pervisors to @emove the District At- 
torney. The clause of the- amendment 
referred to provides that “in the case 
of any officer or employé of any mu- 
nicipalit} governed under a legally 
adopted charter, the provisions -of 
such charter, with reference to the 
tenure of office or the dismissal from 
Office of any such officer or employé 
Shall control.“ Ruef deciares that the 
amendment disposes absolutely of 
every question concerning the right of 
the Chief Executive, through authority 
of the city charter, to dismiss any of- 
ficer or employé of the administra- 


tion*” and that “the law is aimed to 


Apply to the so-called county officers, 
of which the District Attorney is one.” 
He declares that “acting Mayor. Gal- 
lagher and the Board of Supervisors 
cannot be prevented from removing 
an official who has been negligent, and 
has otherwise falled to perform his 
duty properly.“ 

The question has been raised whether 
the office of District Attorney (which 
Ruef acknowledges to be ‘a so-called 
county office’) ls under the jurisdic- 
tion of the city or the county. Asst. 
Dist.-Atty. Heney is quoted as saying 
that the amendment has to do with 
City affairs and does not-refer to 
county officials.” It is difficult to see 
what basis there is. for this contention, 
inasmuch as the city and county of 
San Francisco are consolidated, and 
the affairs of both are administered as 
one government, the City Council and 
the Board of Supervisors being one 
and the same body. f 

On technical grounds, Ruef and his 
creatures, the Supervisors, may gain 
a temporary advantage, even to the 
extent of placing Ruef in the office of 
District Attorney. But it is .absurd 
to suppose that the grave crimes of 
which Ruef and his satellites are ac- 
cused can be so covered up by tech- 
ecalities as permanently to defeat the 
ends of justice. If they are gullty, 
and the evidence against them is con- 
clusive, as is confidently claimed by 
Prosecutor Heney, some way will 
sutely be found to reach the malefac- 
tors.

There are four candidates in the field 
for the Mayoralty. It needs no fore- 
sight. to declare that the vote will fall 
short of 40.000. This being the case, ft 
is quite possible that 16,000 votes might 
elect a Mayor. One of the candidates, 
who should be truly characterized as 
a iabor-Wnionite Socialist, although he 
may call himself by any other name, if 
elected to the office of Mayor, would 
introduce ‘nto our municipal life an 
element as dangerous, dis honest and 
fatal as the Schmitz gang has proven 
in San Francisco. The Democratic 
nominee is a gentieman of high stand- 
ing in the community. He is a man of 
considerable experience in affairs, but 
none in public life. The great danger 
in Mr. Harpers case is in his sur- 
roundings. While there are great 
numbers of very intelligent and thor- 
oughly right-minded citizens who will 
vote for the Demeeératic nominee for 
the office of Mayor, there is a prepon- 
derating weight of influence around 
him which certainly is not entitled to 
be called either Intelligent or high- 
minded.

Patents Covering Portions of Rosd's 
Right of Way Are Declared Ipvalid

TOPEKA (Kan) Nos. *0.—Thou- 
sands of acres of the m valuable 
farm land in Kansas, toge with a 


large amount of land located in towns 
and cities of the State, is given to the 
Missouri, Kansas and Texas Railroad 
by a decision of the Kansas Supreme 
Court today in the case of that rail- 
way against Watson. 

In July, 1866, Congress granted to 
the Union Pacific. Railway Company's 
southern branch, now the Missouri, 
Kansas and Texas Railway Company, 
a right of way 200 feet wide from 
Fort Riley, to the south line of the 
State. Afterward patents were issued 
to private persons, for land through. 
which the railroad runs without ex- 
cepting the right of way. These per- 
sons have treated the right of way as 
being only 100 feet wide and in some 
cages valuable, improvements have 
been ereeted on the outer fifty feet 
on each side, which have been occu- 
pied and used without disturbance for 
many years. The railroad company 
brought suit ‘to oust these occupants 
and the court decided in its favor. 

The land affected by the decision 
lies in Geary. Morris, Lyon, Coffee, 
Woodson, Allen, Neosho and Labot 
counties. ,

She was to be a millionaire’s 
wife, he was to be an actor, but the 
happy days spent together have always 
been cherished by both 

Now to quote. Mr. James's own 
words: “I was ambitious in my school 
days to become an actor, a Shakes- 
pearean actor, and my two pet char- 
acters were Othello and Falstaff. Oh, 
if I could only play them so success- 
fully as to be acceptable to the pub- 
lic, my cup of ambition would indeed 
be running over, for I considered then 
as I do now that the antithesis of con- 
ception and execution of these two 
characters affords such an opportu- 
nity for characterization, that the actor 
who can master them consummates 
an achievement worthy of the great 
author. 

“But that was not my only ambi- 
tion. I had always been a great ad- 
mirer of military life and wanted to 
be a soldier. [I had that ambition 
gratified, too, for when the Civil War 
broke out I was wild to enter the 
army. I was under age, however. and 
conld not enlist in Chicago, so I ran 
away to Washington in 1861 and en- 
listed as a private in the Sixteenth 
New York Light Artillery. I served 
with my battery two years, first in 
the Army of the Potomac, and after- 
ward the Department of Tennessee, 


ginia, and while we were in the thick 
of some sharp fighting I was fortu- 
nate to escape without any serious 
wounds. At the end of two years my 
father insisted upon having me mus- 
tered out, as the sergeant. After a 
short visit to my folks, who were then 
living at Aummit, ten ‘miles out of 
Chicago, I went to Louisville, Ken., 
and bothered the life out of dear old 
Barney Macaujey until he gave me a 
job in his stock company, where I 
made my début in a very minor role, 
with Laura Keane in Rachel the 
Reaper,’ at $9 per week.

Longfellow 
versified the Ojibway legends of Ndna- 
bozo and gave to the hero the name 
of an Iroquois demigod, “Hiawatha,” 
the Iroquois and Algonquin tribes be- 
ing as foreign to one another as well 
could be. Their languages, customs 
and mythology were totally distinct; 
the only thing they had in common 
was life in the open on the same con- 
tinent. The present author dips into 
Ojibway tradition for Nanabozho, No- 
komis, and other personages, and 
works out the Ojibway conception of 
the creation to the birth of an Iroquois 
prophet and redeemer of his people. 
Although this is disconcerting eth- 
nologically, it may be justifiable 
enough from the point of view of art, 
and the public would be concerned 
only in the degree of general truth- 
fulness and beauty attained by the au- 
thor who constructs his picture from 
aboriginal materials. From this point 
of view “Nanabozho” is decidedly a 
promising work. It has all the mys- 
ticism—almost vagueness—that char- 
acterize both the Wagnerian concep- 
tion of music-drama and Ojibway tra- 
dition. It deals, as does the “Ring,” 
with personages who have human pas- 
sions and magic powers, and who seem 


to work with an illogical but fascinat- 
ing mixture of free will and fatatiem 


clally in the greater refinement of his 
color. Even in his decorative instinct 
—always strong—he has advanced 
greatly, as witness the beautifully- 
toned study of sky, sea and shore line 
which he calls “An Arrangement in 
Gray,” and. “Loco,” almost equally 
pleasing in color scheme, though in a 
very different way.

Of the government Mr. - Hurlbert 
says: Wealth and official position are 
practically synonymous in a country 
where it is generally recognized that 
justice is worth its price, and that 
the verdict will uniformly be given 
to the side which can show either the 
largest amount of money or an array 
of influence that intimidates the 
judge.” And he says elsewhere: “Not 
a week passes but you come in per- 
sonal contact with caseg of injustice 
and brutality that would mean a riot 
in any civilized country. You marvel 
how the people endure it. Not to 
know at what moment you may be 
called upon to answer a trumped-up 
charge at the hands of a man who 
has the ear of the judge, and who, in 
spite of your protests and evidence 
that is prima facie, mulets you of 
half your property, and this without 
the possibility of appeal or redress of 
any kind—this, I say, is enough to 
make life hardly worth living.” Mr. 
Hurlbert gives some appalling cases 
in point that somewhat destroy the 
value of his assertions in favor of the 
Korean character. 

About half the book is occupied with 
the history of the country to date, 
including a chapter on the Japanese in 
Korea.

Mr. Hurlbert says that, after dispatch st 


of the Emperor's messenger to Wash- 
ington to beg intercession of the 
American government, Japanese ac- 
tion was rapid: The Korean ministry, 
summoned to conference, stood by the 
treaty of 1904, guaranteeing independ- 
ence. “They would die sooner than 
acquiesce. Repeated exhortations and 
inducements were offered, but the Ko- 
reans were immovable. When this 
deadlock occurred, the scenes were 
shifted a little, and Japanese gen- 
darmes and police suddenly appeared 
and surrounded the audience chamber 
and blocked every approach to the im- 
perial presence. The Emperor, feel- 
ing sure that persona] injury was de- 
termined on, retired to a little ante- 
room. No sane person can deny that 
he had sufficient reason to fear. The 
strongest man in the Cabinet was the 
Prime Minister, Han Kyu-sul, and it 
was evident that only by segregating 
him and handling the Cabinet with- 
out him could the desired result be ac- 
complished. When, therefore, the 
Prime Minister retired to the apart- 
ment where the Emperor was, sup- 
posedly with the intention of con- 
ferring with him, he was followed by 
Japanese armed officials and detained 
in a side room. The Marquis (Ito) 
there plead with him to give in, but 
he was firm.

Hedged in by 
armed Japanese, their official chief 
spirited away and perhaps killed, there 
is little wonder that another turn of 
the screw resulted in the defection of 
several of the Cabinet, and at last a 
paper was signed by a majority of the 
ministers present, after a clause had 
been added to the effect that at some 
future day, when Korea is strong 
enough to resume her independence, it 
will be given back to her. The For- 
eign Minister signed this document, 
and the seal was attached. There is 
some question as to just how this last 
was done. Some say that the seal was 
purloined from the office by Japanese 
and the document was stamped by 
them. However this may be, we have 
here the picture of how the agreement 
was put through, and the reader and 
the world may judge for themselves 
how far it was voluntary on the part 
of the Korean government. When this 
had been done, the Japanese authori- 
tles announced in Washington that 
Korea had voluntarily entered into an 
agreement granting Japan a protecto- 
rate over the country, and the Amer- 
ican government, apparently without 
consulting with Korea as to the truth 
of the statement, recognized the va- 
lidity of Japan's claim.” 7 
Mr. Hurlbert also relates many in- 
stances of ill treatment of Koreans 
by Japanese, since the lower classes 


into the country, likewise many acts 
of oppression on the part of Japanese 
officials. He says that “men claiming 
to be connected with the Japanese 
army go out into the country districts, 
and seize any land they like, repeat- 
ing simply the formula ‘This is for 
military purposes.’ The writer has 
hee edly asked to interfere in 
such cases of fraud. During 
the year 1905, there was no such thing 
as justice for the Korean either from 
‘the private Japanese or from the offi- 
clals. The military put their hands 
upon eight square miles of the most 
valuable land near Seoul simply for 
the building of barracks and parade 
grounds for twelve thousand men, 
when experts affirm that one-sixteenth 
of that space would have been ample. 
That land could not be bought in the 
open market for $6,000,000, but the Jap- 
anese knew the government could not 
pay the price, so they gave $200,000, to 
cover the cost of removal only. And 
this is all the Koreans could ever hope 
to get. The most elementary laws of 


Hardly an effort has been made to 
carry out any reform that would bet- 
ter the condition of the Korean people. 
Mark the action of the man who con- 
trolled the finances of the country, a 
Japanese. The country was flooded 
with counterfeit nickels, made largely 
by Japanese in Osaka, and brought 
over to Korea by ‘the millions. The 
Korean currency fell to a ruinous dis- 
count, and Japanese merchants were 
suffering severely because of the rapii 
fluctuations of exchange. The Ad- 
viser determined that the Korean 
Government should borrow 
million. yen from Japan, and with it 
make a new currency to substitute 
for the one in use. en it was 
learned that Korea was to pay 6 per 
cent for this money, Korean financiers 
Came forward and said that they 
would lend their government the ne- 
cessary money at a ‘far lower rate. 
They did it te keep Korea out of 
debt to Japan, but the Adviser refused 
to allow it. The money must be bor- 
rowed from Japan ai the higher rate. 
A few millicn dollars“ worth uf nickels 
were made in Japan, where the Jap- 
enjoyed the profit, which 
amounted to over fifty per cent, and 
the nickeis were sent to Korea. The 
Adviser announced that on the first 
of June, or about then, everybody who 


several | 


bought nicxels would receive the new 
ones at par with the Japanese money, 
but would receive ons new one for 
two of the old. As the old nickels

were at a 


buy up old nickels at 240, and ex- 
change them at 200. Chinese and Jap- 
anese merohants ivaped to do so, and 
the market was sucked dry of money. 
When the day of exchanging came, 
it was found that the supply of new 
nickele was entirely inadcquate. So 
the exchange was put off for vo 
months; then for two months more. 
Meanwhile the Korean merchants 
were going to the wall because ther 
could not meet their notes, owing to 
the tightness of.the money market. 
Some of them were trying to save 
themselves by borrowing from Jap- 
anese usurers at 6 per cent a month. 
At this most painful juncture the Em- 
peror proposed to lend some three 
hundred thousand dollars of his pri- 
vate funds to the suffering mer- 
chants, but when he sent his check to 
the Japanese bank, where his funds 
were deposited, the Japanese Adviser 
ordered payment stopped, and would 
not let him draw out his private 
funds even to help the merchants in 
their dire straits. There is no lan- 
guage in which to denounce this out- 
rage.“ 

Mr. Hurlbert gives many other ex- 
amples of public as well as private ex- 
actions and oppression—cases, even, 
where Koreans were beaten into help- 
lessness or even put to death for 
passing over places which were for- 
bidden to them but where no sign 
warned them of the fact. 

Further chapters of this very de- 
tailed and interesting account of Ko- 
rea describe older and new means of 
revenues, modes of transportation. 
architecture, industries, trade, mon- 
uments, „ literature, art, mu- 
sic and try, education, folk-lore, 
the position of women, slavery, re- 
ligion and superstition, burial cus- 
toms; and a chapter is devoted to 
modern improvements and one to an 
outlook into the future In this last 
the author urges Americans to as- 
sist as far as possible in the educa- 
tion of the Korean people, as evidence 
of good faith in atonement for too 
uncalculated action at the time of 
cession to the Japanese and because 
“it is the opinion of those most con- 
versant with the feelings of the Kore- 
an people that there is no other place 
in the world where money invested in 
education will bring larger, surer or 
more beneficient results.” 

The big volume is profusely 
rikingly illustrated.

LAST WORDS ON EVOLUTION. Ry Ernest

Prompted, in part, by the baseless 
cable dispatch of a few months back 
that Prof. Haeckel, Darwin's colleague 
and the greatest of living German bi- 
ologists, had abandoned his earlier 
scientific viewpoint and given public 
support to the teachings of a Jesuit 
writer, a follower of Haeckel has put 
into English the scientist's latest and 
probably his last printed utterances re- 
ing the theory of evolution and its 
relation to dogma. The book consists 
lectures—"The Controversy 
About Creation,” “The Struggle Over 
Our Genel Tree,” “The Contro- 
versy Over the Soul,” with a post- 
cript, “Evolution and Jesuitism,” con- 
cerning the above-noted cable dispatch 
and Prof. Haeckel's real position in 
regard to the Jesuitic doctrine ac- 
credited to him. The aged scientist 
says in his own preface to this book 


and 


‘that it is probably his last public ut- 


terance. 

The opening lecture of the three was 
delivered at Berlin in response to ur- 
gent and repeated request. Of his ob- 
ject in writing the lecture Prof. Haec- 
kel says in his preface: “It happened 
that I had just n following the in- 
teresting efforts that the church has 
lately made to enter into a peaceful 
compromise with its deadly enemy, 
Monistic science. It has decided to ac- 
cept to a certfain extent, and to ac- 
commodate to its creed (in a distorted 
and mutilated form) the doctrine of 
evolution, which it has vehemently op- 
posed for thirty years. This remark- 
able change of front on the part of 
the church militant seemed to me so 
interesting and important, and at the 
same time so misleading and mischiev- 
ous, that I chose it as the subject of 
a popular lecture, and accepted the in- 
vitation to Berlin.”. Here is certainly 
a plain enough refutation of the claim 
of Prof. Haeckel’s change of doctrine, 
and direct critical references are made 
in the lecture itself to the Jesuit, 
Father Erich Wasmann, whose teach- 
ings Haeckel was 80 erroneously re- 
ported to have adopted. In the second 
lecture Prof. Haeckel shows that sci- 
ence has now, unnoted of theology, 
entirely bridged the gulf between man 
and his ape-relatives, so that the old 
argument of the “missing link,” al- 
though still harped upon, no longer 
possesses value. This lecture is of the 
deepest interest, forming, as it does, 
an authoritative summing up of re- 
cent scientific discovery and theory on 
man's place in nature. In the third lec- 
ture, Prof. Haeckel combats the ideas 
of freedom of the will, of a soul entity, 
thus of immortality of the individual, 
and of the ordinary or prevailing theo- 
logic concept of God. He sums up 
on this point in the following words: 

“Beside the law of evolution, and 
closely connected with it, we have that 
great triumph of modern science, the 
law of substance—the law of the con- 
servation of matter (Lavoisier, 1789.) 
and of the conservation of energy 
(Robert Mayer, 1842.) These two laws 
are irreconcilable with the three cen- 
tral dogmas of metaphysics, which so 
many educated people still regard as 
the most precious treasures of their 
spiritual life—the belief in a personal 
God, the personal immortality of the 
soul, and the liberty of the human 
will.” And he concludes, in his post- 
script,” concerning the strange cable 
dispatch: 

“I thought at first that the telegram 
was due to the misunderstanding or 
the error of a reporter, but I was 
afterwards informed from Berlin that 
the fa wak& probably due to 
a deliberate corruption by some re- 
ligious person who thought to render 
a service to his faith by this untruth. 
He had substituted ‘supported’ for ‘re- 
futed’ and ‘error’ for ‘truth.’ 

“The struggle for the triumph of 
truth, in which I have had the most 
curious experiences during the last 
forty years, has brought me a number 
of new impressions through my Berlin 
lectures. The flood of calumnies of all 
kinds that the religious press (especi- 
ally the Lutheran Reichsbote and the 
Catholic Germania) poured over me 
exceeded any that had gone before. 
.I can only repeat here that the 
calumination of my person does not 
move me, and does not injure the truth 
which I serve.”

Moreover, money was not necessary. 
If I had been a rich man and in a 
close district 1 don’t know what I 
would have done. I can only hope 
that I would have been as decent from 
choice and principle as I actually was 
under my limitations and the neces- 
sities of the case. I have much sym- 
pathy with the rich man who gets into 
a hot political contest and opens his 
pocketbook to save himself the hu- 
miliation of defeat. Nevertheless the 
use of money in politics is one of the 
serious and growing perils of our 
time. 

“The honest or dishonest rich man 
spends it for himself. The dishonest 
poor man is willing to accept a pur- 
chased office, and, covered with mort- 
gages, takes up his public duties in 
dishonor and thraidom and with a 
secret determination, perhaps, to make 


all he can. We have got to meet this 


question in the United States. There 
must be laws on the subject. I would 
limit the amount of money that could 
be spent in the election of every can- 
didate under our various departments 


of government, from a city councilman | 


to the President of the United States. 
And then I would compel the publica- 
tion of all expenses, even to the cost 
of postage stamps. I would make It 
unlawful for a corporation to contrib- 


ute a cent to any party or any nomi- 


nee. Corporations. may be patriotic, 
re interest in the re- 
sult of an elec¥jon, but their boards 
of directors haveino right to vote away 
the money of their shareholders. If 


they want to give, let them go into 


“I thought it would help, in the ef- 
fort to bring the trusts within the 
law and fair practice. My own view 
is that trusts and monopolies would 
never have grown to be a menace to 
the welfare of the country if they had 
been denied preferential treatment by 
the railroads. The ink was scarcely 
dry on the Elkins law when I came 
into this office. Senator Philander C. 
Knox, my predecessor, had begun 
with vigor and great intelligence the 
policy which has since been followed 
in respect to trusts and monopolies. 
There is always a man in this coun- 
try for any work that needs to he 
done. Washington and Lincoln, in 
the mercy and wisdom of Providence, 
first created and then saved the re- 
public. Grover Cleveland maintained 
the integrity of our meney, split his 
party, and ruined himself. William 


McKinley’s- renown will rest upon his 


labors for protection to American in- 
dustry, and the wisdom with which he 
managed the war with Spain. Mo- 
nopolies and monopolistse had been 
called harsh names, sometimes vile 
names, by Democrats and Republicans.

The general ers of twenty- 
three railroads entering in Chicago, 
on November 6, declined to accede to 
ig the demands of the Switchmen’s Union 
2k for an increase of wages.

Delegates declared that 
this school would be a mere nursery 
for ‘scabs’ and that the young men 
graduated after a three-year course 
would be inimical to the unions. 

“Then the scheme of school ynioniz- 
ing was sprung.” 

There isn’t the least doubt that the 
union trouble-breecers would carry 
out this efarious scheme in all 
the schools of the United States if they 
could do so—which is, of course, an 
impossibility. The public schools be- 
long to the people—-to all the people. 
There would be a great deal more 
sense in excluding from the schools 
all the children of unionists than in 
the plan above outlined for “unioniz- 
ing” the schools; for less than three 
out of evéry one hundred persons 
living in the United States are mem- 
bers of trades unions. The preposter- 
ousness of allowing this 3 per cent. 
of the population to “organize” the 
schools, or to organize anything of a 
public nature. has only to be men- 
tioned in order to be recognized. This 
would be a case of the tall wagging 
the dog, with a vengeance. 
American republic is not that kind of’ 
a dog. 


Writing in the Square Deal for No- 
vember, C. W. Post points out some 
of the im the demands of the 
labor st, as follows: 

“The labor trust tries to pase laws 
to prevent any one buying labor ex- 
cept from members of the labor 
unions, and at any price the trust 
may have power to name. This trust 
does not ask Congress to pass a law 
to prevent employers or common citi- 
zens from assaulting or murdering 
labor union members or blowing up 
their houses. 

“Such a law is not necessary to the 
trust, but it does seek with all its 
power to force a law through Con- 
gress, called the anti-injunction law, 
to tie the hands of the courts, so they 
cannot issue ‘restraining orders’ or 
‘Injunctions’ which would have the ef- 
fect of ‘restraining’ union men from 
assaulting citizens or blowing up

FACTS ABOUT 
TRADE SCHOOLS. 


Modern Necessity Caused by 
Modern Conditions. 
— 2 — 

Unions Hinder, Harass and 
Restrict Apprentices. 
Views of Various Unionists on 
the Subject, 


In the olden days. when the appren- 
tice lived with the boss, and was prac- 
tically one of the family, says the 
Square Deal, we grew real mechanics, 
men who knew how to do their work 
properly, promptly and consclentious- 
ly. These good mechanics are dying 
off, and we are not growing good ones 
to take their place. There are several 
reasons for this, but the principal one 
is that employers have rather encour- 
aged the education of specialists in 
the different trades, under the mis- 
taken idea that they would get more 
work ont of that kind of men. An- 
other is the mistaken idea of the labor 
unions in restricting apprentices, 
seemingly believing that if boys were 
allowed to learn a trade, the market 
would soon be flooded with workmen. 
They forget that this country is grow- 
ing with leaps and hounds, and that 
their polſey is retarding the growth of 
trade. Almost all of the large factories 


short of men, and many of the largest 
could use from a third to a half more 
men than they now have. 

So thoroughly have the workmen be- 
come imbued with the apprentice re- 
striction idea advanced by their lead- 
gre that they hinder and harass in 
every Way any boy who is so fortu- 
nate (or u unate) as to secure ad- 
mittance to a shop for the purpose of 
learning a trade. Many of those who 
think for themselves, however, are be- 
ginning to have it brought me to 
them that they are making a mistake. 
because they find that this very ruling 


which they have indorsed and encour- 
aged now prevents their own boys 
from learning a trade that they may 
be useful instead of loafers and crim- 
mals, and eventually a charge upon 


This phase of the question was 
brought home to the workmen and to 
the employers of England last year, 
when the unemployed. able-bodied 
hosts of laboring men, numbering 
nearly a million, were walking the 
streets and called hopeless tncom- 
petents, because they could not do the 
work that was to be done, and of 
“which there was plenty, never having 
learned a trade on account of 
this very apprentice restriction which 
has been in forde there for many 
years. 


One large American employer told 
us not long ago that he needed three 
thousand more men, and that he would 
gladiy pay a bonus of a hundred dol- 
lars each for many of them, if he 
could thereby secure good ones. 

Under the present system of appren- 
ticeship where one boy may learn a 
trade in a shop working not less than 
eight journeymen, for instance, the 
boy is expected to do the chores, run 
errands, drive the wagon, and do 
pretty nearly everything except learn 
the trade, while in a practical trades 
school he would have nothing to do 
except apply himself to learning thor- 
oughly the trade he selects. 
The necessity for such trades 
schools, which should really be prac- 
tical trades shops, is acknowledged by 
all thinking men. and especially by 
employers, and the strongest proof 
that can be offered of this necessity 
and of their effectiveness is given by 
the concerted action the union leaders 
of the country have taken against 
them. In the report of the Commis- 
sion of Labor for 1902 are many re- 
plies made by labor leaders to the 
question es to the advisability of 
starting trades schools.. The rank and 

e of union membership favor the 

hools, while the leaders invariably 
denounce them. Many of these replies 
are,entertaining, notwithstanding they 
are ridiculous and unjust. For in- 
stance, the representative of the 
Bricklayers’ Union says: 

“Generally speaking. neither the 
union nor the individual members 
thereof would be op to trade 
schools which are open only to ap- 
prentices or workmen, but schools 
which take in boys outside the trades 
and attempt to make mechanics of 
them are strongly opposed. Such 
schools help to create an abnormal 
supply of embryo workmen, and this 
tends to make the position of the 
skilled mechanic less secure, agd has 
a depressing cffect upon wages.” 

Bricklayers are now receiving from 
$6 to $8 per day for a cted” 
days work. In other words, under 
the protection of their union they are 
receiving about double what they used 
to, which would be all right were it 


less than half the brick they can or. 
did do under the competitive system. 
No wonder they oppose the making 
of more bricklayers. They have a 
snap and want to keep it; but ff this 
condition is continued, it will not be 
long before no one can afford to build, 
and then their snap will be gone.

“If they will teach the boys that 
they must join the unions, it will be 
all right, but if they are going to run 
a ‘seab incubator’ do there, we will 
oppose it.”

Mexican Strike Settled. 

The following from the Mexican 
Herald would indicate that President 
Diaz thoroughly comprehends the la- 
bor question. 

All the strikers were taken back ex- 
cept two of the most active agitators: 

“Through the efforts of President 
Diaz and Vice-President Corral, the 
strike on the Mexican Central Rall- 
road, which has been in progress over 
two weeks, has come to a close and the 
striking machinists and boilermakers 
are returning to their work. 

“The strikers, represented by the 
officers of the Mechanics’ Union. vis- 
ited President Diaz. The President 
talked the question over thoroughly 


industrial development of the coun- 
try, hurting their own interests and 
also those of the railroad company. 

“The strikers were very much im- 
pressed with the words of the Presi- 
dent, and requested that he use his in- 
fluence in securing permission from 
the Mexican Central for the strikers 
to return to their work. Vice-President 
Corral, npon whom the committee had 
called, also advised the strikers along 
the game lines. 

“It was asked by the strikers that 
their union be recognized by the offi- 
clals of the company. They desired 
that only one apprentice to every six 
machinists be employed; that union 
men be discharged only for good cause; 
that workingmen be granted passes 
from any point on the line to the 
general offices to present grievances 
and numerous other clauses of a minor 
nature. 

“The President stated that the con- 
dition of the workingmen was one that 
appea to him both from a personal 
and official standpoint. He stated that 
he would give their requests every 
consideration, but that capital also 
has rights, and these rights must also 
be looked after. Much of the property 
and. progress of the republic is de- 
pendent upon the introduction of cap- 
Ital. both domestic and foreign, and 
every imposition that is unjustly 
placed upon capital retards the for- 
ward movement of the country and its 
industrial development. The President 
stated that the government had re- 
spected the right of the men to leave 
their work, and as long as there were 
no disturbances of thé public peace or 
the rights of others it will always be 
respected. 2 

“The President declared to the strik- 
ers that their demands upon the com- 
pany were bot unjust and unac- 
ceptable. The strikers have no right 
to ask for a monopoly of labor. The 
company. must provide a sufficient 
number of apprentices, or within a 
short time. as the demand increases. 
a dearth of laborers of this class will 
be found. Every employé of the com- 
pany has the right to say whether he 
cares to work for the company or not, 
and to accept or refuse the work of- 
fered him at the fixed ry. The 
company also has the right to accept 
or decline the service of any workman

WHat HE Says ABoUuT CANADA AS UN- 
CLE SAM’sS COMPETITOR. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 


EW YORK, October, 1906.—I recently had a talk 
N with one of the biggest men of the British North- 

west. This is William Whyte, the second vice- 
president of the Canadian Pacific railway, and manager 
of its many enterprises between Lake Superior and the 
Pacific Ocean. The Canadian Pacific is a developing 
company as well as a transportation company. It not 


only has the longest continuous line of roads under’ 


one Management on this continent, but it owns mil- 
lions of acres of lands, great tracts of timber and val- 
uable mines, which it operates itself. It has under 
way by far the largest irrigation project in North Amer- 
ica, and, in addition, has steamship lines on the Pa- 
cific which connect it with Japan, China, Alaska and 
Australia and the South Seas, and steamships on the 
Atlantic which connect it with England. The company 
operates its own sleeping cars and a line of hotels. 
It is now building in Winnipeg one of the biggest 
hotels in Canada at a cost of something like a million 
dollars, and it has great summer hotels in the Rockies 
and at the larger cities along its line. It has the chief 
telegraph company of Canada, and it operates its own 
express service. 


The Canadian Pacific was the first railroad to open 
up this Northwest, and its position to a certain extent 
is a paternal one. It gives special rates of transporta-

The truth is that the European eye looks for beauty 
in the most utilitarian things. 

The effort to obtain beauty in design is by no means 
confined to the architects. It would be hard, for in- 
stance, to¥find a bridge in any European city without a 
distinctive beauty of its own. The elevated railroad in 
Berlin is by no means such an ugly, iron trestle work 
as are the structures in New York, Chicago and Boston, 
over which trains run in the air, but a light elegant 
Structure of ornamented uprights. and springing arches. 

Nor is it allowed to incumber the streets: in Berlin 
proper it runs along the bank of one of the canals into 
which the river Spree is divided as is passes through 
the city. In the suburb of Charlottenburg, with 200,000 
population and continuous with the capital, but not an- 
nexed,- there being no canal, the line was ordered by the 
Emperor to be continued under ground, rather than to 
disfigure the streets. 

Designs for beauty as well as utility are almost uni- 
versal. There are no plain, unsightly trolley poles in 
the cities, but instead gracefully-made supports, which, 
if anything, add to the sightliness of the streets. It is 
so with telegraph and telephone supports also, when, as 
rarely, the wires are not put under ground. In niany 
cases when the streets are narrow the overhead trolley 
wires are supported by cross wires anchored to the walls 
of the houses on either side. Wooden houses being non- 
existent, this is practicable in Europe, whereas it would 
not be in the United States. 

In nearly every European city there is much more 
sculptural ornamentation on the fronts of buildings than 
in the United States. Some of the finest examples of 
this sort of municipal beautification are seen on the 
Rathhaus or City Hall in Munich. The effect of this 
structure as a whole is marred somewhat by the fact 
that there is not sufficient free space about it for the 
observer to get a comprehensive view from any one 
point. 

In this respect, however, the designers of the Munich 
Rathhaus were lesser sinners than the designers of 
some of the new skyscrapers in half a dozen American 
cities, who have placed elaborate carvings in marble and 
other stone hundreds of feet above the street level, 
where they cannot be seen at all. : 

Every city of any size in Europe has much more im- 
posing, more beautiful public butldings than any Ameri- 
can city, and the difference never can be equalized, for 
the palaces of royalty, past and present, are almost in- 
variably the largest, handsomest structures in every city. 
A noteworthy exception is the Kaiser Wilhelm's palace 
in Berlin. | 

Many tourists will tell you that although the Berlin- 
ers, under the Kaiser’s direction, are trying hard to 
make the imperial German city a beautiful one, they are 
not succeeding very well. Others think the desired end 
is being rapidly attained, and experienced sightseers are 
not wanting who say Berlin is even now one of the 
world’s most beautiful capitals. 

It may be that the efforts of the Kaiser and the local 
authorities, who bend to his will in practically every- 
thing, are a trifle too geometrical. It may be that some

man empire. 

The criticisms of the straight streets and the uncouth 
statues as blots upon the city’s beauty are well founded.

Berlin is now said to be the cleanest city in Europe, 
and apparently justifies the saying. It is cleaner than

sweepers are constantly at work and no litter of any 
sort, not even the litter made by the builders, is allowed 
to remain long undisturbed. 

There is more of this latter in Berlin, by the way, than 
in most continental cities, for Berlin is the youngest 
capital of Europe. At the close of the Franco-Prussian 
war it was only the skeleton of its modern self. smal!!. 
dirty and insignificant. 

It is still growing about as rapidly in percentages as 
London or New. York or Chicago, and new structures 
are constantly being erected. Its building reculations 
are not excelled in severity by those of any other city 
A police permit is necessary to change the size, shape or 
location of a window even; while as for skyscrapers, or 
the deviation of even one story from the uniform height 
of the buildings on any street, they would not be toler- 
ated for a moment. Difficult as the achievement seems 


| even now, after more than thirty years of the greatest 


effort imaginable, Berlin may some day be made one 
of Europe's beautiful cities. 
Its improvement in beauty and -cleanliness has been 
as rapid as that of the chief American cities, which only 
those comprehend who have closely watched them during 
the last thirty years. Berlin is the only capital in 
Europe, or the world perhaps, that has no slums. 
CONSERYING THE BEAUTY OF CITIES. 
Naturally, because of its youth, Berlin is more compar- 
able to American cities than either Paris or Vienna, be- 


tween which, as most folk agree, the palm for greatest 


beauty lies. For the same reason Berlin, like all Ameri- 
can cities, seems an unfinished one as compared with 
most cities on this continent. 

Vienna owes some of iis beauty to its age, but more 
to its situation. In the last forty years Vienna's beauty 
has been vastly increased. The famous curving Ring- 
trasse, which some gay is the most beautiful thorough- 
fare in the world, was begun in 1865, while many of its 
most famous buildings and no end of the city’s other im- 
provements have been made since then. 
The river and sewer improvements, which have con- 
tributed immensely to the beauty of the city both di- 
rectly and indirectly and about which all Viennese de- 
light to talk, are also comparatively new. Before it 
reaches Vienna, the Danube, in its course throveh the 
Tyrol, is a sort of gigantic mountain torrent, subject 
to heavy overflows in the spring from the melting of the 


snows, and at most times of the year from sudden and ..

The management of all the improvements is under the 
control of the City Council, which has its corps of archi- 
tects, engineers, etc.. who order all improvements with 
an eye to increasing the city’s beauty, at every step. Be- 
sides, there is a society whose object is the conservation 
of municipal beauty and the preservation of historical 
sites and buildings. Its membership includes architects, 
artists of the highest grade, scholars, professional men, 
and others who are consulted whenever streets are to be 
cut through, old sections or new parts opened. 

Its advice is not always followed, the Council being 
supreme, but it carries great weight invariably, and the 
city as it stands, as one of the two finest examples of 
the City Beautiful in Europe, is a result largely of this 
society’s intelligent and hearty coéperation with the au- 
thorities. 

The coéperation of artistic societies and city authori- 
ties is a feature of municipal evolution everywhere in 
Europe, as it is getting to be in American cities, the 
scheme having been carried further perhaps in Boston 
than in any other American city. |

IMPROVEMENT OF HUMAN SPECIES 
TO BE STUDIED BY SCIENTISTS. | 
a Special Correspondent. 

ASHINGTON, Nov. 5.— To suggest methods of 
improving the heredity of the family, the 
people, or the. race,” a committee of six scien- 
tists—all students of human  heredity—has just been 
appointed by Prof. W. M. Hays, assistant secretary of 
agriculture, on behalf of the American Breeders’ Asso- 


ciation of which he is founder and secretary. This as- 


sociation, 1000 members strong, is to enlarge its scope 
and include the study of the breeding of human beings 
as well as of animal and plant species. ’ 


“The Committee on Eugenics” is the designation of | 
the six scientists appointed. They will report their theo- 


ries as to the improvement of the human race at the next 
meeting of the association, at Columbus, Ohio, January 
15-18 next. Eugenics, according to the Century Diction- 
ary, is the science of generative or procreative develop- 
ment; the doctrine of progress or evolution, especially in 
the human race, through improved conditions in the re- 
lations of the sexes.” After the committee has reported 
the Breeders’ Association will authorize a series of prac- 
tical investigations. Prof. Hays, who conceived this in- 
teresting scheme for systematic research, has been a sci- 


entific breeder of animals and plants. When appointed 


Assistant Secretary of Agriculture, last year, he was in 
charge of the Minnesota agricultural experiment sta- 
tion, where he bred many new and valuable species of 
plant life. One of the foremost members of the Breeders’ 


Association, which he organized, is Luther Burbank of | among the Jews whose blood has thus developed a germ-

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Alligators. 
UNCLE SAM ro PROTECT THEM AS 
IE SEALS. 
By a Special Contributor. 


CENTURY ago the waters and lands now in the 


possession of the United States government were 

the habitat of the world's biggest fish, animals and 
reptiles. The buffalo was monarch of animals that 
roamed the plains, the seal was worth more money than 
any denizen of the deep, and the ferocious alligator ruled 
in the swamps of the South. The day of their native 
supremacy is gone, and now they would actually suffer 
final extermination but for the protecting hand of Uncle 
Sam 


The United States government has made protection of 


its seal fisheries an international policy; it has estab- 
lished a national park for the remnant of the herds of 
buffalo, amd it will soon move to prevent the last 
saurian m the swamps of the South from yielding its 
life to the pelt hunter. 

It is only in late years that sentiment has grown up 
in favor of the alligator. That unwieldy, ugly creature 
was once regarded as a foe to the public order, and his 
complete extermination at a stroke would have seemed 
the best thing that could happen, but the commercial 
uses to which the tough alligator hide can be put have 
made a new sentiment, and soon national legislation 
will be invoked to, restrict indiscriminate killing of the 
swamp kings. 

Not sentimentalism alone argues for protection of the 
last survivors of Uncle Sam's lower giants. The buffalo 
had to go from the plains in order to make way (or man, 
but he should have been driven into herds, and pre- 
served in numbers. The killing of the seal to get the 
skins is a laudable and proper use of the animal pro- 
vided the killing is done with such system that the race 
of seals be not exterminated. So with the alligator. 
Take the lives.of as many as are needed for the pur- 
pose of commerce, but do it acgording to farsighted 
wisdom. | 

The alligator is nearly wiped out, but the big saurian 
multiplies quickly and in great numbers, so that with 


only reasonable protection he would soon flourish again. 


Not so long ago the swamps, rivess and bayous of 


Florida and other Southern States abounded with the 


creatures. Formerly they got as far north as Georgia, 
but now they are only found on the southern coast line 
of the extreme Southern States. They are still numer- 
ous in the Everglades for the reason that it is hard to get 
at them there. 

An early explorer says he found alligators so plentiful 
in Florida that once at a point where the St. John’s 
River is half a mile wide, they were packed so closely 
that had they kept still he could have crossed the river 
on their scaly backs. : 

At first it was for the amusement of the hunter that 
the alligator fell. It was esteemed: great sport to sail 
down a river and shoot the saurians, leaving their bodies 
where they fell, and making no attempt to sell the hides. 

Later, as Florida began to settle, the alligators were 
killed off for the protection of the people. The reptiles 
had preying tendencies that made them a constant nuis- 


ance. Ordinarily they subsist on fish, but when hungry 


they did not hesitate to come inland, and steal whatever 
came within reach of their huge tails, a blow from which 
would mean the death of lambs, pigs and even small 
calves and colts. 

Every time the ‘gator attempted inroads a posse would 
be formed, and a trail of alligator carcasses would be 
the outcome of a ten days’ hunt. | 

It was not, however, until the saurian developed com- 
mercial possibilities that the real devastation began. 
Trunks, traveling bags, purses and all kinds of leather 
novelties could be made from alligator hide. The traffic 
took such sudden bounds that in a short time Florida 
was sending north about 200,000 skins annually. 

The favorite method of hunting was to go out at night 
and blind the reptile with a strong light from a 
lantern strapped to the head of a hunter. 
Thus equipped he could get within a few feet, and use 
his heavy revolver or short gun with deadly effect. At 
the present time despite the decimation, there are still 
enough alligators to make the business of hunting them 
a profitable one to hundreds of Indians and whites. 

In addition to the sale of skins there is a demand for 
baby ‘gators, which are stuffed and sold. . 

Although the alligator is a great swimmer, he gets 
around on land but slowly. Yet they have been found 
fifteen miles inland. They can live out of water for an 


| indefinite period as long as they get plenty to drink. 


The alligator is a long-lived old customer, and tre- 
quently reaches an age of 150 years. 

According to present plans Uncle Sam proptses to 
have a certain district set apart where it shall be illegal 
to kill the big saurians except at certain times, and in 
regulated numbers. In this way it is hoped they will be 
preserved indefinitely. G. P. 8. 


SMOKELESS POWDER. 


“What is this smokeless powder?” asks A. W. Rolker 


in Appleton’s Magazine for November, and proceeds to 
answer his question. “It is the modern high explosive 
which has superseded the old-style black powder, even 
as electricity has superseded gas, and which is used not 
only in the field for sporting purposes, but is used ex- 
clusively for the shoulder arms of the army and the 


navy as well as for the machine guns, the rapid-fire | 


guns, and the huge rifles on the decks of our battleships 
and within the works of our fortifications. Practically 


it is nothing but a mixture of gun cotton and alcohol

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and either, or acetene, or else acetone with gun cotton 
and nitro-glycerin—the two strongest explosives known 
—and blended into a new compound which is at least 
double as strong as the common black powder, explodes 


“tvtne off smoke, and. once finished, not mere- 


ly loses the dangerous: characteristics of its dreaded in- 


| gredients but is so safe that you might give a hatful of 


the powder intended for the sixteen-inch Sandy Hook 
gun to a baby to play with. He might pound it with a 
hammer to his heart's content, or you yourselé might 
place it on an anvil and bring a forty-pound sledge 
down on it. It would merely squash like so much soap 
or putty. So concussion-proof is this powder that you 
might drop a house on a heap of fifty tons of it and 
it would not explode. So proof is it against explosion 
by fire that you might place a stick of cannon powder 
on a saucer in your bedroom, light it with a match, 
and go to bed by a flickering, sizzling light, as if given 
off by burning fat. In short, you simply cannot explode 
this powder unless you go to the trouble of canfining 
it, and even then you can explode it only by using a 
fulminate of mercury detonator. ; 


“The quickest way to picture smokeless powder is 
to dismiss all ideas of the ordinary black gunpowder 
so familiar to every one. The color of the modern pow- 
der is not black at all, but has the shade of dark amber. 
In the sense of a powder being a finely divided solid, 
smokeless powder is no powder at all. It consists of 
a waxlike composition, the size of the ‘ grains’ vary- 
ing according to the calibers of the guns for which 
they are designed. For use in revolvers, rifies, and 
sporting guns, the grains resemble the tiny perforated 
glass beads of the sort used in old-time needlework. 
For theemachine guns, the rapid-fire guns, and the 
heavy rifles of battleships and forts, the grains are 
cylinderical in shape, varying in size from a third of 
an inch in diameter and half an inch in leneth to 
three-fourths of an inch in diameter and about two 
inches in length—each grain, in order to increase the 
area exposed to ignition, being perforated equidistantly 
and longitudinally with from one to six holes, big as 
knitting needles, depending upon the size of the grain.“ 


HOW A BALLOON iS MADE. 

The chief amateur balloonist of America is Dr. Julian 
P. Thomas, of New York. He has written a most en- 
tertaining article in Appleton’s Magazine for Novem- 
ber. in which he describes some thrilling escapes. In- 
cidentally he says: 


“It may interest the reader to hear something about 
the construction of a big modern balloon, and its equip- 
ments. It is made of what is known as balloon cloth, 
which sometimes is of silk, and is sewn in small sec- 
tions of about a yard square, so that if one of the sec- 
tions should burst the whole balloon would not collapse 
and destroy the aéronaut. 


“At the top of the bag is the valve to let the gas out 
when one wishes to descend. A rope for opening it 
runs from this valve through the center of the balloon 
to the operator in the basket. The baloon is filled 
through the neck, and this is left always open, so that 
when the gas expands, from the heat of the sun or the 
lesser pressure of high altitudes, the gas may escape 
and not burst the envelope. 


“As soon as the balloon is sewn together it is blown 
full of air and given three coats of varnish. Each coat 
must be allowed to dry thoroughly before the next is 
applied, or else they would never become perfectly dry 
and the balloon would be likely to be destroyed at any 
minute from spontaneous combustion. This spontane- 
ous combustion is not a bursting into flame, but a kind 
of exceedingly quick dry rot. I myself have lost three 
balloons through it. Once, in my factory, we were look- 
ing at a beauty when some one sniffed the air and re- 
marked: Thomas's balloon is gone,’ and so it proved 
to be. Five minutes saw it destroyed—so rotten that 
~you could poke your finger through it. 

“Sometimes the balloon is so affected in only a few 
sections, and a man may make an ascension thinking 
his balloon is all right. Protected by the fine netting 
which envelops the balloon itself, he may even get up 
to some height before discovering his danger. In for- 
mer times there were many fatal accidents from this 
cause. | 

“When a balloon is packed, talcum or some other 
powder is sprinkled over the folds to keep them from 
adhering to each other. If this is neglected the bal- 
Joon will be ruined, especially in hot weather. 


“As I said, a fine netting covers the balloon proper, 
both to strengthen it and to carry the weight of the 
basket and its contents. All the strands of the netting 
come together in the ‘concentrating ring,’ just above the 
basket, in which the a®ronaut stands. The anchor and 
guide rope, as well as the basket, are fastened to this 
concentrating ring. 

“All modern balloons, besides the valve, have a rip 
cord, fastened to a long patch sewn in the envelope, by 
means of which the balloon can be cut in two and 
brought to earth instantly. This is never used except 
in cases of extreme emergency, and when the basket Is 
within ten or fifteen feet of the ground.”

The City of Concepcion. 
From a Special Correspondent. 
ONCEPCION (Chile) 1906.—Concepcion, third city 
claim to distinction in this line being based on the fact 
that from there was issued the proclamation of Chilean 
raiso, for in addition to the usual menaces of fire, flood, 
earthquake, war and pirate that forever hovered over 


the Chilean ports during their earlier days, Concepcion, 


a frontier town, was exposed to the additional danger 

Indian raids. On two separate occasions in the first 
century of its history it was completely wiped out by 
the resolute and warlike Araucanians under their able 
chieftain, Lautaro, and 150 years, a far longer period 
than any important North American town ever knew the 
menace of Indians, it was in constant danger from the 
same source. For over two centuries disasters suc- 
ceeded each other with monotonous regularity till they 
culminated in the great earthquake of the year 1754. 
Most of the inhabitants of the town were killed on this 
occasion and hardly one brick was left upon another. 
This led the survivors to change the site of the town, as 
I described in my last letter, and better luck, particu- 
larly in connection with earthquakes, has attended it 
ever since. It was this disaster that taught Concepcion 
a lesson she has never forgotten in the practical wisdom 
of “lying low” and taking no chances as regards high 
buildings. 

The modern Concepcion is a first-class town of about 
70,000 people. It does a considerable volume of busi- 
ness, is fairly progressive, quite healthy, moderately 
clean and reasonably attractive. Its educational facili- 
ties are among the best in the country and I should say 
that it would be an ideal place to bring up children in. 
The face it turns to the world today is notably calm and 
placid, and quite unseamed by the sufferings that it has 
undergone in its troublous past. It is essentially a good 
place to get tired in, to grow drowsy in, to go to sleep 
in; all of which will not be much to recommend it to 
the stranger in search of recreation and amusement, 
and under the circumstances I am not ashamed to say 
that I found the most interesting place in Concepcion to 
be some springs over among the Cerros de Caracol, 
where the washerwomen of the city congregate to 
pound the dirt out of their clothes. | 7 

These springs, mere little dribbles of water running 
out of the hillsides into natural rock basins, form one 
of the most characteristic public washing places in Chile. 
The washing of clothes is a brute-force process all over 
South America, and notably so on the west coast. The 
method of procedure varies with the different localities; 
water and brute force are always employed, and usually 
soap. In some places they pound the clothes upon a 
rough-surfaced rock; in others they pound a rough- 
surfaced rock upon the clothes. Some use clubs, and 
some use paddies, and some simply throw down the 
clothes and jump on them. In Concepcion they use 
paddies; I remember this particularly because I am 
keeping as a souvenir of Concepcion a favorite white 
shirt with a paddle-shaped hole in the bosom where 
they battered a breach through four-folds of good Irish 
linen that had been turning an unruffled é to the as- 
saults of steam laundries for nearly eigh months. 

I believe it is in Pudden’ead Wilson's calendar that 
you are given two alternatives in the event of your 
watch being out of order; the one to take it to the re- 
pairer and the other to chuck it into the river. The lat- 
ter is recommended as accomplishing the same end at 
less expense. The same rule will be good in regard to 
soiled linen in Concepcion. They get the things clean 
all right—at least those parts of them which they return 
to you—but a man can't make himself respectable, even 
in Chile, with only a groundwork of séams and neck- 
bands to build on, and one of these things is quite 
enough for a souvenir.

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Gian Cacti in Cages 
Cuntous EXPERIMENTS AT DESERT 
1 LABORATORY” IN ARIZONA.

MOST picturesque interest does undeniably attach 

to the notion of raising giant cacti plants, that is 

to say, which normally attain a height of forty 
feet—in tin cans, from seed. And the absurdity of the 
idea is heightened when, as an incidental feature, the 
sprouting vegetable monarchs of the desert are enclosed 
in wire cages.

For the 
outfit (situated near Tucson, Arizona) has been estab- 
lished, partly under government auspices, for the pur- 
pose of finding out how desert plants get along with so 
small a supply of water. Eventually the knowledge 
gained will be turned to account in the raising of crops 
in parts of this country where the fluid is scarce. 
One thing the experts are anxrous to ascertain is how 
much water is lost by desert plants through evapora- 
tion. It is a matter that cannot be determined by tests 


Now, the experts at the desert laboratory have taken its popular name is “comb cactus,”

sult, they have ascertained that the internal structure 
of the “water barrel” contains a considerable quantity 
of mucilaginous substance, which helps importantly to 
prevent the water from evaporating. — 

It should be explained that the laboratory is situated 
on a hilltop in the midst of a barren waste which pro- 
duces an extraordinarily varied assortment of cacti and 
other vegetable oddities. Thus the scientists in charge 
are able to study the desert plants close at hand, and to 
ascertain how each species has solved for itself, in its 
own fashion, the problem of getting and conserving a 
water supply. The building of a reservoir, such as that 
possessed by the “water barrel” is only one of many ex- 
pedients employed. 

The cacti in cages, set out in condensed-cream tins, 
are placed in open sunshine; so as to be exposed to the 
same weather conditions ag those growing in the ground;

In this fashion are being grown not only seedlings of 
the giant cactus, but all kinds of desert plants that can 
be lifted from the sol and potted. And, to protect them 
from attack by birds and small mammals, they are kept 
covered by cages made of wire mosquito screening. The 
desert Animals in question are exceedingly voracious, 
devouring every bit of green vegetation they can find; 
and the only plants that thrive in such regions are those 
which have developed some natural means of defense, 
such as sharp spikes or poisonous juices. 
For example, there is the so-called “water barrel of 

the desert,” which, growing in the most arid regions, is 
nothing more nor less than a living tank of water. Of 
Just about the size and shape of a beer keg, it literally 
bristles not only with straight spikes, but also with 

spines shaped like fish hooks. No animal can possibly 
touch it with impunity; but a man can easily chop off 
the top of it with a machete, thereby exposing to view 
the mass of pulp—96 per cent. of it water—which fills 


example, have to b watered several times a day to keep 
long time without receiving so much as a drop. 7 

In summer, in the arid region about Tucson, come 
rains; and the ground everywhere in the neighborhood 
of the laboratory becomes for a brief time literally cov- 
ered with seedlings of ever so many kinds of annual 
plants. These plants, in order to accomplish survival, 
complete a hasty growth during the moist season, and 
pass the rest of the year in the form of seeds. Hardly 
have they sprouted when they extend long tap roots into 
the. deeper layers of the sail; and some of them are in 
bloom within four or five weeks after germination. 

One conclusion derived from the recent experiments 
is that “the open formation of desert plants makes it 
possible for them to draw upon a large area of soil for 
water supply.” In other words, for each plant there is 
a considerable space of ground, from which moisture 
may be derived. Besides (to mention another fact as- 
certained), there is always a good deal of water in the 
deeper soil of the desert; and the plants go after it with 
burrowing tap roots. 

The experts infer that it is for the purpose of accom- 
modating themselves to such unfavorable conditions as 
they find in waterless regions that the plants assume 
such extraordinary forms, among which none are more 
strange and freakish than those of the cacti—weird, 
misshapen examples of vegetation, which adopt guises 
at once monstrous and repellant. 

The giant cactus (conspicuously represented in the 
neighborhood of the desert laboratory) vies in size 
with large trees; and the starlike flowers which it bears 
in-spring are replaced in late summer by brilliant red, 
pear-shaped fruits, containing a scarlet pulp with a fla- 
vor like strawberry jam. Each year, when these fruits 
are ripe, the Indian women gather them, press the juice 
out of them, and collect it in pottery jars—in which re- 
ceptacies it is allowed to ferment, being thus trans- 
formed into a highly intoxicating beverage, of which 
the natives are exceedingly fond.

The building that was furnished by the Earl did serv- 
ice until the year 1689, when it was replaced by an- 
other. This building did duty until 1837, when a more 
modern building was erected at the cost of $100,000. 

Until the year 1860, Marischal College had a separate 
university charter, and was a rival of King’s College, 
the old foundation in the Old Town or “Aulton.” 
ischal College stands, or rather has been buried, among 
a labyrinth of “mean streets” in the busy east end of 
the thriving seaport city. But it is a central and pro- 
gressive east end, anda wide-awake municipality is rap- 
idly sweeping away the slums and rookeries that. would 
hide the handsome new pile of white Kemnay granite.

HOW DWARFS AND CRIPPLES ARE TAUGHT. | 
Among the many charities in London there is none 
more interesting to the American visitor than the fac- 
tory where girls who are blind, cripples in wheeled 
chairs, and dwarfs, some of them only a yard high, are 
taught the art of making artificial flowers, and when 
they have mastered the rudimentary branches they are 
paid for their time. The factory is maintained by the 
Water Cress and Flower Girls’ Christian Mission, which 
was organized forty years ago. by the late Earl of 
Shaftesbury, and it is now under the patronage of the 
Queen and the Princess of Wales. To give the girls 
some employment that would help them to feel that, 
after all, they could be of some use in the world was 
the desire of the Earl, whose notion of charity was to 
help others to help themselves, and the idea of making 
flowers was hit upon as being just the thing, for the 
work is light, cheerful, and interesting. The experi- 
ment was immediately successful. The girls, many of 
whom were unable to walk or to stand, developed such 
skill in making high-class flowers, for which there is 
always a market, that the charity soon became almost 
self-supporting, and the girls earned wages of from five 
to ten shillings a week. The cripples’ factory soon be- 
came famous with dealers, and since its first few years 
it has prospered to such an extent that the cripples and 
the blind journey from all parts of the kingdom to entet 
the school.

, are there in hundreds. The air is filled with their 
clamor, the eye dazzled with the intervening curves of 
their flight. It is easy fishing (or them in the shallow 
water, many little fish are spilled from the net dead and 
float. A gull, of course, never dives, but it will make a 
long swooping curve and snatch a fish from the surface. 
Then there is the offal for them to gorge on, for the Japs 
must clean their fish for market, and the beach is strewn 
with heads and entrails. After a great haul of fish and 
a daylong feast on garbage, the congregation of gulls 
is for the time replete and satisfieg@M They will stand 
around on the beach, stupefied with high feeding, too 
careless to get out of the way of strollers. But the 
flocks always return to their particular beats. It is only 
at the breeding season, about May, that their usual 
haunts are deserted. 


Now and again the beach stroller gets a chance of 
watching the ways of the pelicans. These great birds 


are not reguir residents, they follow the movements of |. 


the migrating fish along the coast. When they visit the 
bay, they come four or five together, flapping along in 
Indian file, just above the surface of the sea. They have 
come on a tour of inspection, and, if they decide to try 
the fishing, they separate and ascend to a height of a 
hundred feet or more in the air. From that elevation 
anything moving in the water is doubtless plainly vis- 
ible. They fly to and fro, now beating the air, now 
skimming with outspread pinions, quartering the fields 
of air, just as a pointer quests the harvest stubble. Sud- 
denly up goes the tail, the long bill points directly down, 
and with closed wings the pelican drops into the sea, 
raising a fountain of spray. It is not a plummet-like 
fall, however, for thé bird makes one corkscrew turn cn 
his way down, and enters the water obliquely. When 
he comes up again, the pelican, exhausted perhaps by his 
long dive, sits motionless for a minute or two. Then he 
points his bill to the sky, opens it a little, and tilts the 
contents of his well-filled pouch down his gullet. 


When the big diver has made a very successful scoop, 
a few fish drop from his overloaded bag into the water. 
Here comes in the opportunity of our friend the gull to 
work his favorite graft. These wily shore birds know 
all about the habits of the great fisher. They are as 
well prepared to exploit him for an easy mark as an ex- 
perienced pickpocket is to handle a crowd at a race track. 
When the pelican bobs up, two or three gulls fly at full 
speed to the spot. They drop jast astern of the big fel- 
low, and range themselves by his side, like shore boats 
against a tall liner, ready to pick up the fish that spill 
over from ‘his swallowing. Sometimes’a gull will rise on 
the wing and deftly snatch a fish out of the angle of the 
pelican’s bill. The great bird, as a rule, does not resent 
these attentions, but if the gulls are too troublesome, 
he may have a movement of his ungainly bill in 
their direction. But it is no trick for the nimble fliers 

to avold the blow. A battleship might as well attempt 
8 At certain seasons San Diego 
Bay used to be a capital place for watching the maneu- 
vers of pelicans. They would come in among the 
wharves, diving and splashing at short range and in 
full view of the pier fishers and loungers. 

On the beach, after a heavy day’s fishing, pelicans 
sometimes come ashore. They squat on the sands among 
the shore birds, huge feather bags on short, thick legs. 
Easy as their flight looks, when they are hovering high 
up in the air, it is quite an effort for them to get under 
way. They flap and scramble through the sand and shal- 
low water, half running, half flying, till they have ac- 
quired sufficient momentum. Then they launch them- 
selves into the air, and with rapid beats of their power- 
ful wings get into their stride. 

In marked contrast to the lumbering evolutions of this 
heavy-weight is the graceful flight of another bird, seen 
occasionally when fish are plentiful, the long-winged 
white tern. It flies with the rapid, whirling darts of a 
swallow. Its wings are unusually long and pointed, re- 


sembling in this respect the tropical frigate bird, al- 


though it is of course much smaller. This bird dives for 
its prey. At one moment it may be seen high up, a white 
speck against the blue sky; in the next it has swooped 
in a long and beautiful curve, struck the water, and 
soared again. It reminds one of the bird that never 
resis: the mysterious Huma, “always on the wing.“ to 
which Oliver Wendeil Holmes’ lecturer too frequently 
compared himself. 

About the piers one may sometimes see a kingfisher, 
perched on a rail or fluttering like a hawk above the 
water. This is a larger bird than its namesake of the 
trout streams, nor has it the same brilliancy of plumage. 
In color it is of a dull blue, with white underneath, and 
it sports a black crest. It does not dive, but skins the 
surface of the water with a bill big enough to accommo- 
date a sardine. 

The neighborhood of the piers is the happy hunting 
ground of the diver, especially of the common slaty 
black kind called the hell diver.” Whether the name 
was given the bird on account of its color, its skill in 
diving, or because it makes itself an infernal nuisance 
to fishermen by stealing their bait, seems to be un- 
decided. its dark back and snaky neck just show them- 
selves out of water, like a submarine boat; the next mo- 
ment it has vanished in search of surf fish, and where

Occasionally the pier angler hauls one up 
on his line, with half a dozen hooks in its gullet, and has

There is another diver that occasionally shows up in 
these waters, a bird with a white head and a long neck 
that carries itself like a swan. Indeed, the common hell 
diver compares with this handsome kind as a mud hen 
does with a swan. 


Besides the above-mentioned birds, there are the occa- 


lel with the shore on their way to the ponds and sloughs. 
Sometimes a brown curlew will rise from the mud where 
it has been feeding, and show its peculiar curved bill as 
it stretches its neck to fly. Or, as you stroll along the 
sands, at low tide, you put up a flock of sandpipers, 
tiny little piping birds that seem to change color as they 
wheel in their flight. 


There is always something in the way of bird life 
for the observant eye to notice on our shores, these 
brilliant winter days of human interest in the shape of 
sailing vessels and steamers thére is very little to be seen 
us compared with the Atlantic Coast. The big liners 
keep too far away. There are only the Frisco boats, 
and the lumber vessels, to help make up a marine pic- 
ture. As often as not the seascape is a blue and empty 
blank.

HOW TO BECOME A.FARMER. 


SUGGESTIONS FOR AMBITIOUS AMATEURS ABOUT 
TILLING THE SOIL.

The farmer’s calling is the noblest of them all, for the 
hand that wields the cradle is the hand that feeds the 


world. 
It is therefore a noble aspiration on your part to seek 


soiler of the till. 

To make a success at the business of farming, you will 
need plenty of ambition and get-up. This get-up will 
come in handy early in the morning when vou have to 
go down stairs and do the farm work before you call 
the hired man. 

In addition to these two inherent qualities, a careful 
study of the following receipts is all you will need to 
make a successful farmer. Of course, these instructions 
are not for wealthy business men in the cities who start 
u at middie life to own and operate a farm at long dis- 
tance. They are operatic farmers, who have ideas of 
their own in addition to what they acquire from books. 

In buying a farm, be sure to select a piece of ground. 
This is a very important matter. The ground should 
have a gentie slope to prevent water ¢rom collecting in 
pools and destroying the mortgages. Any large hollow 
or gully can be filled up by dumping into it old rub- 
bish such as tomato tans, book agents, broken dishes, 
lightning-rod peddlers, campaign literature, worn-out 


threshing machines, candidates for office, and other 
things you do not want lying around. 

If you wish to plant wheat, potatoes or onions, great 
care should be taken to see that the ground is plowed 


yourself, the hired man or your wife when she is not 
busy loading hay or chopping wood. The matter of 
plowing is a very important one, and great care should 
be taken to keep incessantly yelling “Gee” and “Whoa, 
haw,” and a continual jerking at the lines, so that if a 
neighbor happens to see you at work he will not think 
you are a greenhorn. 

On arising in the morning, great care should be taken 
not to awaken the hired man until after you have fin- 


means, do not call him. Wait until he comes down late 
for breakfast, and then give him his calling. 

Besides, he may have been holding your neighbor's 
eldest and fattest daughter on his lap for two or three 
hours the night before, and has earned his rest. You 
can't tell—and he wouldn't tell if you asked him. 

A good time to milk a cow is in the morning and 
evening. You can then attend to your other work dur- 
ing the day without being interrupted. Do not try to 
milk a cow by squeezing her horns. Always do your 
milking at the udder end.

All day 
the sap, or life blood, ascends from root to tip of plant, 
where it evaporates in the sunshine or is absorbed by 
some vital process and changed into living protoplasm.

‘nature checks the work growing and puts her children 
to sleep. 


Herbaceous Perennials. 


Most of these plants will grow where any plant will. 
Good garden soil, warm and light, rather than cold and 
heavy, is preferable. They do-not do well in wet un- 
drained soil. Fine manure, carefully forked in each 
spring, pays in better plants and more flowers. In set- 
ting plants, break up and mellow the soil for a spade’s 
depth. Fill the hole, which is half deeper than roots are 
long, with water. 
so that none will remain in a dense mass. Work the 
soil well in among them, taking care that no hollow 
places are left. Press the soil firmly in against the 
roots. Cover with fine rich dirt on top; or better still, 
with well-rotted manure; water thoroughly. The weeds 


should be kept down and the soil stirred enough to keep

There are three species which have flowers with only 
thrée anthers, but alternate with these are three other 
infertile stamens called staminodia, which are without 
anthers. It is largely by the shapé and length of these 
staminodia that we are able to recognize the differ- 
ent. | 

In the Harvest (B. coronaria) the staminodia are 


shaped something like a willow leaf, and are sharp 
pointed, and they are shorter than the anthers. This 
species has a fine violet-purple flower nearly two inches | 
long. It gets its common name from the fact that in 


the central valleys of the State it flowers at the time of 


the hay harvest, in May, but with us it retires into the 


mountains, where it is not very common, and does not 
flower till midsummer. 


The linear-leaved Brodiaea (B. filifolia) has very 


narrow leaves, dark blue flowers less than an inch long, 
and the anthers are almost twice the length of the tri- 
angular staminodia. As yet it has been found only 
about San Bernardino, where it grows in meadows. 


The smaller Brodiaea (B. minor) perhaps owes its 
name to a comparison with the Harvest Brodiaea, which 
it somewhat resembles, but than which it is in every 
way smaller. Its flower stalk, three to six inches, is but 
a third as tall as in ‘that species, and the flower is at 
most an inch long. It is blue in color, and the terminal 
segments spread widely, or even curve backward; its 
staminodia are tongue-shaped, not acute at the lip, and 
are larger than the anthers.

The little lizards which are ever sunning their beau- 

teous iridescent bodies on the rocks are harmless and 
lend activity to an otherwise lifeless realm on Catalina’s 
arid heights, which they love well. They are from six 
to eight inches long, including.tail. Sometimes you see 
one which has lost its tail in -the last sad encounter, 
those members having the propensity of dropping off as 
necessary to deliver the owners from peril, either piece 
by piece or entire, as “occasion requires. There are 
insular species also seen on San Clemente, San Nicolas 
and Santa Barbara Islands. . 


There is also a larger species of lizard—but rarely 
seen. Its body would measure from eight to ten 
inches and the tail is longer than the body. 
It has a somewhat triangular flattened head a la the 
stingray, and the uncomfortable habit (like the snake) 
of darting a forked black tongue in and out of its open 
jaws when “cornered.” It is exceedingly wary, and can 
only be caught by inciting its attention in one direction 
and then coming down with a stick upon it at the other 
side; but care must be taken not to strike upon the tail 
or the prize will glide away and only the tail remain 
“to cheer the spirit in its pain;” for the tail will part, 
almost at a touch, very near its joining to the body, 
leaving the creature sadly bobbed. But it seems not to 
mind this in the least, nor does the loss impair its activ- 
ity, and you believe—at least you hope—a new one be- 
Zins to grow at once.

Earthquakes. 


READJUSTMENTS OF WEIGHT THAT 
ALTER THE EARTH’sS CRUST. 
From the Nineteenth Century. 


HE earth's crust is composed of heterogeneous ele- 
ments; but all possess one important property, flex- 


moderate elevations and in lofty mountain chains the 
rocks are seen to have been thrown into arches and 
troughs and even to have been crumpled and folded like 
sheets of paper or dislocated or broken up by the enor- 


Of the conditions prevailing beneath the crust we 
know far less. When pits are sunk the temperature in- 
creases at a progressive rate with the depth, boiling 
springs are encountered, some making their way to the 
surface, red-hot stones and ash and molten rock are 
violently extruded through vents, but most significant of 
all to the geologist is the metamorphism of rocks, which 
must have been melted at relatively moderate depths 
but are now exposed on the surface in every quarter of 
the globe. There is thus the certainty that the cooled 
surface is underlain at some not altogether inaccessible 
depth by rock in a molten state, both fluid and pasty, 
through heat. Below this is the intensly heated solid 
sphere, to which astronomers assign the rigidity and 
density of steel and which is kept solid by compression 
of the external layers. Between the superheated nu- 
cleus, kept solid by compression, and the cool envelop- 
ing shell in which lies the compressing force, some in- 
termediate condition must exist. With lessening press- 
ure nearer the surface normal conditions must prevail.

Our globe would therefore consist of an outer cooled 
heterogeneous and flexible crust, with a temperature in- 
creasing downward and passing into rocks at and above 
the melting point in a liquid state, which in turn overlie 
the heated nucleus, kept solid by compression and of the 
rigidity of steel. | 


If the crust were undisturbed, the molten layer upon 


cies, frost and rain, are ceaselessly at work transporting 


rivers debouch into the sea charged with silt, which is 
eventually deposited outside the influence of the surf, 
and the breakers acting like a rasp along the base of 
the cliffs contribute their quota of sediment, eroding 
and breaking up the coast, the material being carried 
out by the waves to swell the deposits forming parallel 
to the shore within the littoral zone. Geology reveals 
that these deposits may in time reach thousands of feet 
in thickn Simultaneously the removal of weight by 
the breakers impairs the resisting power of the crust 
along the actual sea margin. Thus two parallel lines 
are continually forming, the one of increasing pressure 
and the other of decreasing resistance. 


Is the crust so flexible as to be sensible to such read- 
Jjustments of weight? In a past age when perhaps man 
| was already among its inhabitants the earth suffered in 

places from a glacial period,.when vast ice caps dormed 
over the elevated regions. Many of the, great 
rivers empty into bays sheltered from coast currents, 
and there form deltag which have been proved by bor- 
ings to be thousands of feet thick, yet each foot has 
been formed in water a few feet deep, as proved by the 
angle of bedding, the fauna, drifted land débris and the 
sorting action of the waves.

SoME OF Its ADVANTAGES OVER THE 
| MOTHER HEN.

HE person who has set one hen and raised ten 
chickens from thirteen eggs has had a chance to 

_@ study nature with chicks almost at her best. If he 
has seen a hen steal away to a sheltered forgotten spot, 
and lay the thirteenth, fourteenth or fifteenth egg, and 
Tail to appear in the flock at night, he knows where to 
find her spread out happily over the beautiful egg prom- 
Ilses. If he has lifted up the spread hen, and heard her 
scold notes or her little soft cuddle notes, notes of beg- 
ging to be let alone, he is acquainted with a hen mother. 
If he has seen her intuitive wisdom in turning her eggs 
and airing them, he doubts not her intellectual qualities. 
Seeing her take dust baths assures him of her neatness 
and her precaution against vermin. Seeing a hen mother 
raise and wean ten chicks is a lesson to teach an obser- 

* Vant person a great deal about poultry. 
The person who has set one hen and raised one chick 
from thirteen eggs has had a study of nature almost at 
her worst. Hens do set and raise no chicks. Ore may 


buy expensive eggs that are all infertile though fresh, + 


and the best mother hen will have to mourn the loss of 
her labors. One may put thirteen of the finest eggs sold 
under a poor mother hen and lose. She may be a rest- 
less hen and tramp on her eggs, breaking one at a time, 
and daubing the remainder, making the washing of eggs 
necessary each day. If she breaks one and eats it, she 
may eat all the rest. Hens have been known to eat the 
chicks’ heads off as soon as out of the shell. There is no 
telling a good mother hen by the looks of her. The vet- 
eran breeder never kills a good mother hen, if he breeds 
with hen mothers. The beginner has to trust to luck, 
and, if he loses, is pretty sure to study incubators; if he 
succeeds, he is as sure to try the hen mother again; but 
only one hen in twenty-five is a good mother, so as he 
branches out for numbers, he will get a “no-good” 
mother the second time trying, probably, and the ques- 
tion of how good are incubators will come up to him. 


I have no use for hen mothers except to study nature’s 
ways for benefiting incubator chicks. One feels a 
mighty force of respect for the instinctive in the mother 
hen at her best. She is glorious, but a doubt always 
goes ahead of her—she may fail you, and the. incubator 
does not fail the faithful. It is as true as mathematics, 
and like mathematics a careful, methodical 
worker. It is nice to do everything with care and 
method. A singular consciousness of power possesses 

me when I put a hundred eggs, in which I believe, into 
a clean incubator, almost living warm and ready. My 
faith in them is merited. Either my own hens lay the 


eges, the ones I have chosen for breeding, or the hens 


of some breeder, who has deserved the repose of faith 
from his fellows by fair dealing. I have tested the eggs, 
holding them up to a bright light, with an egg tester, 
and found the air cells to be of equal size, which as- 
sures me the eggs are of nearly the same age. It ig use- 
less to try to run an incubator with eggs in part three 
weeks old and part a day old. In the big end of each 
ess is the air cell. When fresh it is very small, and 
with age it gets bigger, the egg drying out by being ex- 
posed in a porous shell. The air dries an egg 
through the pores of its shell, and the air cell increases 


as the egg shrinks. The embryo chick gets air from the, 


cell, and if the egg does not dry out properly, as the 
chick grows, it will have to drown in its own shell with- 
out being able to pick the shell. The incubator ought to 
rug evenly, and dry out the eggs in the nature way, only 
it cannot discriminate between the old and new eggs as 
the hen mother can. She airs some eggs longer than 
she does others to dry them out. Some of us get to be 
such good hen mothers we keep the fresh eggs, which 
dry down slowly, in a certain corner of the incubator 
and air them longer than the older eggs. The incuba- 
tor has to be run with respect to the oldest eggs which 
must not dry out too dast. 

A nice study of the instructive in the dumb lies in the 
mother hen. She doesn’t hold the egg up and look 
iuirough it to see the air cells, but by examination with 
the eggs of a very tame hen, who is much petted, I have 
found the eggs she has lying out around her are the 
last eggs she laid. Instinctively she seems to know what 
eggs to air. The instincts of mother hens are able to ex- 
cite profound reflections in the minds of the philosophic. 
A mother hen in a stolen nest will often hatch all her 
eggs if fertile. 


It is mathematically nice to mind the advice which 
comes with every incubator with precision. Each manu- 
facturer knows what ought to be done with his machine. 
The better one minds the 1 rules the more power- 
ful he feels with his collective charge. To fill the lamp 
and turn and air the eggs when told becomes a pleasant 
duty. No careless hen breaks eggs and worries one. 
If the eggs are fertile and strong, and of nearly the same 
age, having kept the air cells as directed by airing and 
turning in the living warmth, with proper moisture, 
they will all hatch out in a day, even in twelve hours. 
The lagging chicks are no good. It doesn’t pay to let 
them live. Give them a pert dispatch, and cut short 
the world agony that might come to them along with 
your kindest intention and attention prolonged.

ETIQUETTE OF LETTER WRITING 


COMPLIMENTS. 
By a Special Contributor. 

Chinese have six styles of writing, but most of 
; them write only one style. Nor do they write as 
they speak, for the written language is different 
from that which is spoken. Many of them unite two 
styles. The most learned and the experts write all the 
styles. The merchants of our local Chinese quarter write 
what is termed the “pattern style.” This is the more 
modern of all, except the “literary style.” The “pattern” 
is employed in all the Chinese colonies in California, 
and by the merchants in Canton. The characters some- 
what resemble the printed ones—that is, Chinese printed 
characters, and seem to be patterned after those em- 

ployed in printing their books. 

What is known as the “seal character” style is the 
commonest and the easiest to learn. The characters re- 
semble hieroglyphics, and it is believed that this writ- 
ing was evolved from that earliest dorm of writing. 
When the children of Chinatown start to make “pot 
hooks,” they begin with the “seal character.” The seal 
style is also used on laundry tickets and on bales of 
goods sent to the Chinatown at Fleshno“ and to other 
tributary provinces. Merchants who use the modern 
“pattern style” of the educated classes also use the seal 
style. That is, they use the seal instead of signing their 
names. Sometimes they sign their names in the mod- 
ern style, and use the seal character also. With this 
double signature it is almost impossible for any one to 
forge their names. The seal is stamped in red ink. 

The “official style” fs used in Chinatown by clerks 
and the less educated, even by ordinary Chinese. The 
characters are broad, clear and distinct, and it requires 
no great mental effort to read them, or to write them. 
When a little pigtail gets beyond the pot-hook age, he 
is put to brushing out these characters. 

They also have a “running hand,” similar to our 
free-and-easy flowing style, in which the characters are 
connected like rails at fence corners. The Chinaman 
scarcely raises his brush from the paper, but moves it 
along as a painter does his brush in whitewashing a 


fence. Words are abbreviated, which makes it harder 


for the reader. This style is used mostly in correspon- 
dence, and the freer the running hand the more learned 
the writer is supposed to be in this art. es 
The most difficult of all is the “short hand,” whic 

is also combined with the running hand.“ The words 
are abbreviated like reporters’ notes, and are also writ- 
ten in the “running” style. These shortened characters 
are connected with each other by lines and flourishes, 
the brush running from one to another, scarcely being 
lifted from the paper. This gives a sheet somewhat the 
appearance of a spider’s web. Only the most expert in 
caligraphy can decipher these notes. When one of the 
“statesmen” of our “Middle Kingdom” has something 
important to communicate to the Council of Bight 
Statesmen,” whose temporary headquarters are at Oak- 
land, he writes it in this cipher. It is a cipher without 
a key, the only key being a knowledge ‘of reading puz- 
les. Chinese dectors also use this style so as to hum- 
bug their patients into the belief that they are getting 
something instead of dried lizards or powdered deer- 
horn. | 

The “literary” is the most modern style, and is an 
improvement over even the “pattern style,” in that the 
characters are perfectly square and clearer. In passing 
along Los Angeles street, a bow-rimmed-spectacied Ce- 
lestial is seen blocking out characters, slowly and with 


great mental efforts, evidently. He is writing, or rather 


brushing, out a “polished essay,” or a “classic poem,” to 
be read at the next meeting of his literary club, and 
for which he expects to win a prize, running all the 
way from 25 cents to $1. He had invoked the necessary 
inspiration from a pot of tea at his right, reinforced by 
a pipe of “dope.” 

Strangely, the “running hand” is taught to school- 
boys, under the belief that this free-hand style the bet- 
ter trains them in the writing of all styles. They are 
also taught the improved “pattern style.” A book is 
placed before the little pigtail, with characters of each 
style in parallel columns down the page, and he tries 
his hand alternately at each. He thus learns, or at- 
tempts, two styles at the same time. The boys place 
thin tracing paper over the copy at first. Sometimes, 


they first try their hand on a board, so as to save the 


paper. They give more attention to caligraphy than to 
learning to read, as the Chinese consider it a greater ac- 
complishment. They even learn to write before they can 
read. 


When the lottery ticket seller is not busy, he takes 
his brush in hand, and sweeps out characters in his best 
style. He is either practicing, or making an ornamen- 
tal inscription to exchange with a friend. Or, perhaps, 
he is writing and inventing a charm that will keep Satan 


at a respectful distance, or more likely prevent any one 


from winning his bank at the next drawing. 

As Chinese is not an alphabetical language, the writer 
does not make letters, but characters, and the writing 
is composed of simple strokes and dots, perpendiculars 
and horizontals, lengthened, compressed, or extended, 
to suit their position with a view to symmetry and pic- 


‘| turesqueness. With some of the penmen, or brushmen, 


it is an art, and their continued practice gives them a 
readiness of touch and expression like that of a painter. 
The writer holds his brush of camel’s hair in a perpen- 
dicular position to the paper, which enables him, from 
the fineness of its point, to draw lines of the greatest 
minuteness. The hairs being elastic, he can also make 
them of a wide breadth. This is done by a broad sweep 
like that, of a painter’s brush. The ordinary brush in 
use in Chinatown is made of the hair of the deer. Mer- 
chants and the brushers of “polished essays” use the 


finer brush of camel's hair or of the sable. The pen is 


of bamboo, a little longer than the ordinary pen, and 


| has a case to protect the brush, finely tipped, sinfilar to 
our pen case. The ink-slab is a piece of stone, ground 
smooth, four inches long and two inches wide. There fs 
a cavity at one end to hold water, which is used to 
moisten the block of ink. The block of ink is about two 
inches square, and is made of lamp black and glue. The 
writers of polished essays and poems put musk in their . 
ink perhap to give them more expression and senti- 
ment. Some of the merchants have cups carved of jade 
stone in which to moisten the Ink, a tiny spoon being 
used and their cakes of ink are traced with devices and 
colored characters, which are soon written away. 


The paper most commonly used is of the fiber of the 
bamboo, is yellowish in appearance, has little strength, 
and is easily torn. 


The paper used in corrrespondence is either white with 
red lines, red with black lines, or plain red. To use plain 
white paper is regarded as disrespectful, and as bring- 
ing ill-luck to the recipient. White is the Chinese em- 
blem of mourning, is used in the house in case of death, 
and is worn by the mourners at the funeral. The paper 
is unruled, generally. But when ruled, the lines are 
drawn from top to bottom of the sheet. The writing 
is on the right of these lines, and begins on the right aa 
the page. The lines of writing are read downward, 
also from right to left. A sheet of letter paper is five 
inches in width, and is folded in the center. The paper 
being very thin, only one side can be written upon, The 
sheets are paged at the bottom. The pages lie fold 
upon fold, and_if the writer thinks he has not said 
enough, he may pad out the letter by pasting the begin- 
ning of a new sheet on the last fold of the one finished. 
The’ Chinese letter runs all the way from one foot to 
five feet in length. In unwinding the letter, the begin- 
hing is at what we call the end, and vice versa. Like 
most women, the Chinese do not punctuate their letters. 
Even the writers of “polished essays” are short on punc- 
tuation, and pass it on to the editors. 


A friendly letter opens with hirh-flown sentiments, 
sometimes highly colored with initial characters. The 
writer hands out compliments and expressions of flattery, 
which he knows the recipient will not take seriously. 
Yet it 4s not much more ridiculous than our “My Dear 
Mr. -——~,” and “Very sincerely,” written to a stranger 
for whom we care nothing. But the Chinese “ready let- 
ter writer“ goes further. He wishes that your enemies 
and the enemies of your ancestors may be condemned to 
veverlasting disgrace. 


Ordinarily, each line of a letter is finished to the bot- 
tom of the page. But, when the name of the person 
written to appears, the line is stopped short, and the 
name begins the next column about one character below 
the top of the preceding column. This is a mark of re- 
spect. When the writer wishes to convey his disrespect 
to the one he is writing to, a debtor, for instance, he 
will write the name just as it comes along, with the or- 
dinary reading matter. Sometimes, he will write it in 

smaller characters. This ig the refinement of discourt-

Typhoid Germs in Milk. 


WOMAN living in the northeastern part of Los 
Angeles complains of the inefficiency of the dairy 
inspection of the city and vicinity. She claims to have 
seen an inspector in action or inaction a short time ago, 
and that his work was very superficial. In cases like 
this complaints should be lodged with the higher offi- 
¢cials, or with the health office where it might be con- 
cerned. The habits that are responsible for dirty prac- 
tices in the handling of milk may facilitate the spread 
of disease germs. Should typhoid infection appear, past 
and present cleanliness of premises and utensils will not 
prevent spead of the disease unless the origin of the 
microbes is located and removed. If you are sure that 
for many months there has not been a case of typhoid 
fever among the members of the dairynran’s family or 
his employés, that is of greater assurance than immacu- 
late cleanliness alone in handling the milk of his dairy. 
The most repulsive filth of itself cannot breed typhoid 
germs, nor can these germs be destroyed by whitewash- 
ing the premises. Consequently a certificate from a 
physician that-no typhoid exists among the employés or 
in the neighborhood of a dairy would be a certificate 
that no germs were liable to reach the customers

Vine Disease a Myth. 
AE startling statement is made by one of the most 
eminent viticultural experts in the world that there 
is no such thing as the Anaheim disease of the grape. 
The manifestation known as the Anaheim disease is not 
a malady at all, but simply a weakening of the vine from 
overbearing. If this be true, it will be easy to recall the 
fact that no one has claimed to have discovered a spe- 
einc bacteria or fungoid which would account for the 
mysterious attack which began at Anaheim, twenty- 
three years ago, to deplete the famous vineyards there. 
Since the alleged discovery that the apparent malady is 
no disease at all, but merely the effects of overproduc- 
tion of fruits, it is useless to organize against a so- 
called disease that has its origin in every plant afflicted 
with overfruitage. If the trouble arises, as claimed, 
from the fact that the vine puts so much of its strength 
into the fruit that it has not enough vitality left to 
support its own life there is a certain remedy for the 
trouble, namely, cutting away a portion of the crop be- 
fore the vine reaches a state of decrepitude sufficient to 

endanger permanently its health.

Apple Crop Lighter. 
LWAYS of interest to the orange grower, the statis- 
Fitics of the apple crop of the country for this season 
promised to cut unusual figure with the orange business 
on account of the heavy output of apples they would 
reveal. But the estimate of apples has been very ma- 
terially whittled down by later information. For ex- 
ample, the assistant general freight agent of the Frisco 
railroad which taps the greatest apple section of the 
West reports that the output will (tall below the earlier 
estimates by 4000 carloads.

How 
much these estimates are colored by the growers from 
whom these reports come is very difficult to determine, 
but with due allowance for this, the 75,000,000-barrel 
crop predicted by the buyers is liable to be cut down a 
few scores-of-millions later. It will require two weeks’ 
time to know with much clearness the extent of the 
apple crop.

and cleanse the bulb thoroughly. Take away all de- 
eayed scales and look for worm nests, which are very 
likely the cause of the trouble. Sometimes it happens 
that ants make nests in the bulb and cause it to decay. 
If this seems to be the trouble, the plant should be lifted, 
thoroughly cleaned and planted again in a place where 
there will be no ants. Take care in cleaning the bulbs 
that you do not injure any of the sound scales, as that. 
will, of course, give a chance for further decay.—[Gentle- 
woman.

Freesias. 

HE Freesia is a native of the Cape of Good Hope, and 

has been in cultivation for almost a hundred years 
The origina) plant, Freesia refracta, appears not to have 
had the fine, pale blossoms delicately hung on the stem, 
all drooping in the same direction, that are characteris- 
tie of the plant in its present state of cultivation, but 
it was generally of an ugly greenish.or sulphur-yellow 
color, the few blossoms bulging their tubes unevenly 
and twisted about so as to point in all directions. The 
breeders have endeavored to improve the flower toward 
a standard of pure white, which, however, they have not 
yet perfectly attained, though the efforts made toward 
producing plants with blossoms of symmetrical shape 
evenly arranged on the stems have been better re- 
warded. The outcome of this long selection are the 


bulbs of the finest sorts of Freesias, those usually sold 
under the general name of F. refracta alba. 

At the present time millions of the small, tooth-shaped 
bulbs or corms are grown in Italy, Holland and also in 
California, and sold by our dealers in the late summer | 
and early autumn to be planted for winter blooming. | 
There is always a tendency for the blossoms to revert | 
to the original yellow, and this color can usually be | 
traced in the blotch of orange in; the throats of other- 
wise pure white specimens. To the novice this appears 
a beauty, and there seems no reason why it should not 
be considered so. except that the flower breeders, having 
set their minds to producing Freesias that shall be pure 
white, are not satisfied with anything less than the full 
accomplishment of what they have undertaken to do. ~ 

The bulbs grown in California seem to be the ones 
that are most likely to produce the spotted blossoms and 
even those that are self-tinted in pale yellow or cream 
color. The strong sunlight of the Pacific Coast is 
blamed for this persistence in the color, so that when 
the whitest blooms possible are desired, it is better to 
secure foreigu- grown stock. As suggested, it is generally 
the breeder and the florist who are specially anxious to 
secure the pure white blossoms: the amateur grower is 
almost quite as well satisfied with yellow sorts. With 
these growers F. Leichtlinn, which is a yellow sort re- 
cently discovered in an Italian botanic garden, is 
proving quite popular. Its blooms are large and pro- 
fuse, though the perfume is not as rich as with some 
other sorts. Another sort, with blossoms lemon or or- 
ange colored is F. aurea, which is valuable for hybridi- 
zation, producing the clear yellow sorts that are fre- 
quently offered for sale by the dealers.—[Gentlewoman. 


Preperation of Vegetables for the Ta ble. 
LL vegetables should be put into boiling water to 


fresh fruits and 


cook, whether they grow under or above the ground. 


If vou want to boil a piece of meat, you do not put it 
into cold water, you put it into boiling water to seal up 
the outside and retain the juices in the meat. On the 
other hand, if you wish to draw out the juices for soup, 
etc., you put the meat into cold water. The same prin- 
ciple holds good for vegetables. If you wish to use 
them for soups draw out the goodness by. putting into 
cold water, but if you wish to serve the vegetables as a 
dish, put them into boiling water. 

New potatoes if unpeeled, however, are first put into 
cold water to draw the solanine out of the skin. Boil 
for ten minutes, quickly peel off the skth, and put into 
boiling water to finish cooking. Some people actually 
advise using the water vegetables are boiled in as a 
foundation for soups, even if they are put into boiling 
water to cook, because “there is so much of the good- 
ness of the vegetable in the water.” If that is so, why 
not draw out more of it by putting into cold water! Try 
with beets, put them in cold water, boil them, now see 
the color of the water, a beautiful deep red. Now exam- 
ine the beets, a whitish, stringy and tasteless vegetable. 
The beet is a good illustration, as it shows the result so 
well, but all other vegetables are affected the same way. 

Beets, carrots,.and parsnips all contain sugar, which 
substance is extracted from them by putting into cold 
water and bringing to the boil. The result is an insipid, 
fiavoriess vegetable entirely different from the prop- 
erly-cooked article. For this reason, also, these vege- 
tables should not be peeled before cooking, except car- 
rots when used for flavoring. The skin then must be 
scraped, not peeled off, as it is very thin, and in a new 
carrot merely needs rubbing to peel it.—[Garden Maga- 
zine. 


Growing Your Own Tulips. 


F you have a lot of old bulbs, separate the offsets 

from them this fall and grade all your bulbs and off- 
sets roughly into three sizes. The largest, or original 
bulbs, will give first-class flowers next spring, the largest 
offsets the year after, and the smaller, in two or three 
years, depending on the care you give them. Almost ey- 
ery offset, no matter how small, will bloom next 
spring, provided you detach it from its parent, and 
these flowers will be surprisingly large considering the 
size of the offset. But no one wants small tulips, and 
the object of this article is to explain how to get first- 
class flowers by growing small bulbs to the largest size 
in the shortest possible time. ; 

After sorting your bulbs, plant the three grades in 


‘separate beds. You need not use a dibble to plant the 


little ones. Sow them broadcast on a carefully-prepared 
bed and cover them two inches deep with fine, mellow 
loam.—[{Luke J. Doogue, in Garden Magazine.

The Crimson Rhubarb. 


HE great value of crimson winter rhubarb as a vege- 

table is its earliness; indeed, labor has been spent 
to originate a variety which would produce stalks even a 
few days in advance of other early varieties. Crimson 
winter rhubarb will produce marketable stalks abun- 
dantly fully six months earlier than any other rhubarb. 
The stalks are of medium size, welll grown, often aver- 
aging twelve to eighteen inches in length and about 
three-quarters to an inch in diameter. They are a pale 
greenish crimson color, turning when cooked to a light 
clear crimson color, and are the very best quality. The 
plants are somewhat more inclined to bloom than the 


older kinds, which is easily remedied by topping. 


Crimson winter rhubarb starts to grow vigorously by 
October, and continues to prod stalks continually 
until after the common varieties make their appearance 
some six months later. In our rainless California cli- 
mate it reluctantly takes a short rest during midsum- 
mer, but, if kept moist, will produce stalks abundantly 
at any season. It is, in dact, absolutely perpetual. For 
forcing under glass in the cold Northern States, for a 
constant supply for home use, and for growing in Cali- 
fornia and the Southern States, for shipping north and 
east, ii promises to become more profitable than any- 
thing else which soil produces. 


Crimson winter rhubarb is all that could be desired, 
as the bulk of the crop comes in just at the season when 
vegetables are hardly obtainable. 
Strong young plants set out in April, May or June come 
into bearing by the ist of December, and during the sea- 
son pay for the stock and a small profit besides. The 
second season the crop is enormous. It has been found 
that crimson winter rhubarb gives the best results when 
planted about two and one-half by six feet apart.

The plants are well furnished with 
strong, healthy foliage, which protects the fruits from 
sun scald, and enables the plant to perfect an enormous 
crop. The tomatoes come in good-sized clusters and are 
uniform in size and shape, having a most attractive ap- 
pearance when packed for market. The fruits are very 
deep through from stem to blossom end; the solid flesh 
is entirely free drom hard core, streaks, or blemish. The 
ripe tomatoes are of a brilliant scarlet color, free from 
rot, and do not crack open in hot weather, if picked as 
fast as they are ready for market. During the season 
of 1904 Mr. Chalk gathered a large number of fruits 
weighing a pound each. — [California Cultivator.

eine can attain the status of a true science only as 
we recognize and comprehend the intimate inter-rela- 
tion of the various functions of the human system, and 
the modifying influence and power that diet exerts on 
these vital processes: The clinician’s mind must be 
ruled by this fact, or his efforts at making a rational, 
clear and positive diagnosis will be futile in many 

Again, in the Medical Times, Dr. William Colby 
Cooper, of Cleves, O., has an article on “Medical 
Errors and Abuses,” in the course of which he points 
out that the difference between a food and a drug is 
that a food is assimilated, a drug is not assimilated.

Yet again, in England, Sir Victor Horsley is de- 
nouncing the use of alcoho! by his fellow physicians and 
showing that, as Prof. Bunge says, aleohol is a pure 
stimulant, with the inevitable reaction.

There were recently two bills before the Massachusetts 
Legisiature, to require safeguards from premature 
burial. Commenting upon this subject, the editor of 


| Suggestion fecently said: 


“In England there is a society whose object is to 
awaken public opinion on the subject of premature 
burial and to work for the passage of laws which will 
make premature burial impossible. Statistics have been 
prepared to show that in Europe out of every 500 sup- 


posed deaths, one person is resuscitated. Although the 


medical profession refuse to take any interest in the 
matter, it is unquestionably the case that many persons 
are buried while in the state of suspended animation. 
Every day the newspapers chronicle a case in which a 
person ts revived after being given over to the ander- 
taker. Allowing for exaggeration, there are certainly 
grounds for agitation and enlightenment on this sub- 
ject. Certainly there should be no unseemly haste in 
injecting the embalming fluid.“ 

Notwithstanding all these facts—notwithstanding the 
almost daily report of persons who have narrowly es- 
caped the most awful death that it is possible for the 
human mind to conceive—we are still gravely informed 
by the medical fraternity—or, at least, by a majority of 
them—that premature burial never takes place. 

Until some other means of determining whether life 
remains in a person is discovered, it should be obliga- 
tory to keep a corpse until decomposition begins. Mean- 
time, cremation should be universally adopted, in place 
of our present grewsome and unsanitary method of dis- 
posing of the dead, for even if a person is alive, and 
knows what is going on around him, death by fire is but 
a momentary pang compared with the hideous tortures 
of the damned that must be suffered when a living per- 
son is entombed in a coffin, and buried underground, to 
writhe and ineffectually lacerate his fingers against the 
walls of his narrow prison. 

How any sane person can regard this subject with 
indifference, or even make it the subject of jest, is al- 
together beyond the power of the editor’s comprehen- 
sion. ¢

the temperature, equalizing the circulation, soothing to 
the nerves, and to some extent feeding the body, with- 
out burdening the stomach. Gradually this was reduced 
to an empty religious form, just as the weekly supper, 
commemorating the death of Jesus, at which the dis- 
ciples sometimes over-ate, has gradually been reduced 
to a wafer and a few drops of wine, which are supposed 
to contain the real body and blood of Jesus. 

It would be a good thing if more use were made of 
this oiling process. At present, it is only used occa- 
sionally, after a bath. It should always be used after

“Had it not been for a night's delay at the Russian 
frontier post at Chang-chung-fu, where my companion, 
Capt. von Pustau, and myself were detained, and for a

It 
should then be possible to do the journey from London 
to Dalny in seventeen days.” 


The Coming Eclipse. 


ONLY ONE AMERICAN EXPEDITION 
WILL Go To ASIA TO SEE It. 


From Philadelphia Ledger. 


HE next total eclipse of the sun takes place on Jan- 

vary 13, 1907, and will be visible in Central Asia. 

Although the track of the eclipse is wholly on land, 
yet the conditions are so unfavorable, both as to weather 
probabilities and communication with these regions 
(Russian Turkestan and Mongolia) that scarcely an 
effort will be made by the astronomers of this country 
to view the eclipse. No expeditions will be sent from 
the United States Naval Observatory, Washington: Har- 
vard Observatory, Lick Observatory or the Yerkes Ob- 
servatory 


Only Prof. David P. Todd, of the Amherst Observatory, 
Mass., seems to have summoned up enough courage to go 
in pursuit of the fugitive shadow, though even he has 
not yet settled definitely whether he will go east to Bok- 
hara or west via Peking to Tsair-osu. A few thousand 
miles more or less is a mere item apparently in the cal- 
culations of the astronomer, when taken into considera- 
tion with the attractions offered by a total eclipse of the 
sun, and no obstacle seems insurmountable in such a 
case. As Prof. Langley said of this superb sight: “The 
spectacie is one of which, though the man of science 
may prosaically state the facts, perhaps only the poet 
could render the impression.” 

The best region for observing the eclipse is available 
by means of railways recently constructed in Russian 
territory. On this railway and about two-thirds of the 

from Tashkent to Samarkand lies Jizah, only a few 
mies from the exact line of central eclipse. Fortu- 
nately, the railroad from Orenburg to Tashkent, prac- 
tically a branch of the Trans-Siberian Railway, which 
has been in course of construction, is now completed. 


‘| Other easily accessible places near Jizah, and well within 


the beit of totality, are Zaamin, Nau and Ura-Tiube, the 
last being practically central. 

From the United States the best way to reach Jizah 
is by means of Naples, Constantinople. the Black Sea, 
Tif_is, the Caspian Sea, Bokhara and Samarkand. From 
Krasnowovsk, on the Caspian Sea, to Tashkent trains 
run regularly, there being two trains which leave Kras- 
nowovek daily at 6 a.m. and 7:15 p.m., respectively. The 
return trip might be made by way of Tashkent. Oren- 
burg, Samara, Moscow, Warsaw, Berlin. Paris, London, 
to New York City. This would be an ideal round trip, 
including the total eclipse of the sun and a glimpse of 
some of the finest cities of Europe en route. 

lg we go further east the track of the eclipse leads 
into a region more and more difficult of access, although 
the totality lasts a few seconds longer, and the eclipsed 
sun is a few degrees higher. Only one station in Mon- 
golia, Tsair-osu, seems likely to be considered, and may 
be the only one finally selected by Prof. Todd. In the 
American Journal of Science for March, 1906, he has 
given the position of ten possible observing stations, ex- 
act local time of the four phases, durations of totality 
and other interesting facts. 

The middie of the eclipse occurs at sunrise in a region 


north of the Black Sea, the track crossing tHe. Caspian | 


Sea, where the eclipse begins at sunrise. It reaches 
Mah, in Turkestan, about 8:45 and ending at 10:01:55.2, 
the duration being about two minutes. 

Jizah is about thirteen miles south of the central line, 
while Ura-Tuibe is only two miles south, and practically 


jecentral. There the eclipse begins at 8:50:52, totality be- 


ing at 10:06:37.1, and ending at 10:08:40.9, a duration of 
two minutes and seventeen seconds. At Tsair-osu, in 
Mongolia, which is two miles north of the central line, 
the eclipse begins at 12:29:58, with totality at 1:49:41.6, 
and ends at 1:51:36.7, a duration of about 1 minute and 
46 seconds. 

Looking at the map, Tsair-osu, in Mongolia, seems the 
easiest place to get at. compared ‘with the long overland

trip to Jizah. To arrive at Tsair-osu means a long 
ocean trip across the Pacific, but the difficulties in the 


way of transportation, from Peking to that place are 


still to be considered, and also the climatic conditions at 
this season of the year. However, it must be remem- 
bered that this will be the last favorable opportunity for 
observing an eclipse until that of April, 1912, which 
will be visible for one minute in Brazil, and for a brief 
interval in Spain. 3 

The next eclipse will be that of January 3, 1908, and 
will be wholly confined to the Pacific Ocean, with the 
possibility of observing stations on two islands. A 
brief account of these islands will show how little they 
are adapted for such work. One, named Flint Island, is 
situated west of the Marquesesas Islands. It belongs to 
in 1801. This little 
island is about two and a half miles long and a half 


mile broad. and is fringed by a deep coral reef, which | 


dries at low water and extends seaward quite a distance. 
It is covered with brushwood and trees, and in the 


interior of the island are two small lagoons of brackish—> 


water. Not a very promising prospect for the 
most enterprising observer, despite the fact that the 
duration of totality will be four minutes, and the 
sun's altitude 74 degrees. In 1880 the island was un- 
inhabited, and the buoys formerly in use were gone. 


There is no rise and fall of tide, and the landing is said 


to be very bad, even for surf boats. 
The other island within the shadow track is known as 


Hull Island, and is situated half way between the Mar- 


quesas Islands and the Solomon Islands. It is one of the 
Phoenix group, and was discovered by Wilkes in 1840. 
A coral reef fringes the island, and landing is difficult 
except by entering the lagoon by means of the boat pas- 
sages on the northwest side. There is no anchorage, and 
in 1899 the island was uninhabited. The winds are 
favorable from January to May, during which period bad 
weather is most common. Small chance, then, is there 
of observing the eclipse with any success, since it oc- 
curs en January 3, when squalls prevail. Such is the 
irony of fate, permitting one of the grandest sights the 
eye of Jean ever behold to waste its glory on these 
almost inaccessible islands. 

This reminds one of the illustration given by an as- 
tronomer who comparés the tip of the shadow trailing 
along the earth to the point of a lead pencil, marking a 
line on a whirling ball that represents the earth. It 
would sometimes seem—to carry the illustration further 
—that a mischievous imp directed the point of the pen- 
ell, causing it to trail aimlessly in the neighberhood of 


„Greenland. where the eclipse occurs in 1909, and in the 


South Antarctic regions in 1910. ! 
In fact, although a total eclipse of the sun occurs ev- 
ery year between 1907 and 1912, yet no observations of 
value can be made, because on all these occasions the 
pathway of shadow lies almost wholy across oceans or 
inaccessible parts of our planet. That observations of 


value cannot be made is due to the fact that no device 


for securing accurate astronomical observations from the 
deck of a ship has yet been perfected, while to reach 
these places tedious and expensive expeditions are nec- 
essary. 

For this reason it seems as though some effort should 
be made to observe the coming eclipse of January 13. 
1907, at one at least of the ten possible stations whose 
positions have been carefully computed by Prof. 
David P. Todd. Fortunately, the computer in this case 
is equal to the emergency and, undaunted by climatic 
condit of a tedious journey, braves all obstacles in 
pursuit of a shadow which enables him for a few mo- 
ments to obtain a brief glimpse of the sun in all if% 
glory.

HOW LINCOLN WON HIS CASE. |

coin is an illustration: he was appointed to defend one

On the trial Lincoln drew from the witnesses full state- 
ments of what they saw and knew. There was no effort 
to confuse, no attempt to place before the jury the facts 
other than they were. In the argument, after calling at- 
tention to the fact that there was no direct testimony, 
Lincoln reviewed the circumstances, and after conceding 
that this and that seemed to point to defendant's guilt, 
closed by saying that he had reflected much on the case, 
and while it seemed probable that defendant was gullty, 
he was not sure; and looking the jury straight in the 
face said, “Are you?” The defendant was acquitted, and 
afterward the real criminal was detected and punished. 
How different would have been the conduct of many law- 
yers!

tion of witnesses, decrying the lack of positive testi- 
mony and the marvelous virtue of a reasonable doubt.
